CAP. VI. 

No WeMhman Jball take revenge againfi tbofe Engliflimen 
which didpurfue their friends in the late rebellion. 

ITEM, whereas in the time of this rebellion of Wales, many of 
the King's lawful liege people as well Engliflimen as Welflimen 
have been in divers parts of Wales upon the correction of rebels* there by 
the commandment of the fame ourfovereign lord the King and his coun- 
cil at the which time fome ofthe faid rebels as well on horfeback as on 
foot> found armed in making of war againfi their faith and liegeance 
wer$flain* and fome maimed, beaten* wounded* taken and imprifoned* 
their goods and chattels carried away by the faid liege people for the 
caufe aforefaid, as it was well lawful* according as by our faid five- 
reign lord the King and bis council afore this time hath been ordained 
in this behalf* and that notwith (landing many of the faid rebels being 
yet alive, and other next of blood to tbefe rebels fo dead with their 

friends 
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friends now daily male quarrels and great purfuit again ft the /aid 
faithful liege people, dwelling or reftant in thefe parts, and in the 
Jhires being next to Wales furmifing in them, that they fucp things 
as is afore/aid, to them/elves or to their eoufins or friends faljfy have 
done, by the which they demand of the Jaid faithful liege people high 
amends, tbreatning that they otberwi/e would be of that avenged, 
whereby the faid faithful liege people be many times fire and grievoufly 
vexed in many parts and lordjhips of Wales, fome of them by indict- 
ments, accufements or impeachments, and fome by menaces, diflreffeg 
taken, and fome by their body taken and imprifoned, until that they 
have made grte to them in this behalf, or that they would them excufe 
of the death ofjiuh rebels fo flain by one affacbe, aftet the cuftom of 
Wales, that is to fay by the oath of three hundred men, and of all 
fuch other trejpajfes before fpecified them acquit : to the great damage 
and defiru&ion of the faid faithful liege people, and evil example in 
time to come : it is ordained and eftablifhed, That fuch quarrel, 
adion, and demand be not made from henceforth by art nor by 
engine, to any of the faithful liege people, by any of them, which 
have been rebels, nor by their adherents, be he coufin, ally, or 
friend, nor by any other, upon pain to pay to the party grieved 
his treble damages, and to be imprifoned by two years after that 
be be convict : and moreover to make fine and ranfom in this 
behalf before that be be delivered out of prifon. 

CAP. VII. 
A confirmation of thefiatute of 13 Rich. 2. c.3. retraining 
aliens to accept any benefices in England. 

ITEM, whereas in the parliament bolden at Weftminfter, in the Aliens. 
time of King Richard the Second, the xWx.year of his reign it was 
ordained, That no alien Frenchman Jbould have nor enjoy any benefice 
within this realm for certain caufe, which might come or happen, but 
that they Jbould be delivered and voided for ever out of the realm before 
a certain time in the faid ordinance limited, as in the fame is plainly con- Benefice. 
tained. And that at what time that any priories aliens conventual or 
any other benefice or office due by the King's title, do void by the de- 
parting or death of the faid priors and other occupiers, that then there 
Jbould be during the wars, honefl Engli(h perfonsput in their place to 
accomplifh the divine fervlce, and none of the enemies aforefaid. And 
notwithstanding the /aid ordinance, the Jaid aliens Frenchmen, by evil 
imagination and brocage to continue the evil mif chiefs of the faid ordi- 
nance, pur chafe the King's letters patents to be denizens and the King's 
liege people, andfwear the fame to continue, to the intent to occupy and 
enjoy the faid benefices, and fo yet occupy many benefices againfi the faid 
ordinance, whereby thefe aliens Frenchmen be increafed, in definition 
of the King's liege people, and bear away out of the realm great treafure 
of the King's and of the realm's : and the King's coutfel difcbfe to the 
enemies of France, to the great damage of the King and his realm : our 
fovereign lord the King confidering the faid mifchiefs, will that 
the faid ordinances be firmly bolden and kept, and put in due 
execution, except the priors aliens conventual, and alfo all other 
priors which have inftitution and induction, fo that they be ca-

a halfpenny for the meafuring of every quarter, and take for a 
quarter of oats ten. bufhels, whereby the buyers of the corn in 
the country will not buy nor take for the quarter of corn, but 
in the fame manner as the faid purveyors, and they of the faid 
city ufed to take, to the great hindrance and perpetual undoing 
of the commonalty aforefaid :

CAR IV. 

All mercbandifes of the ftaple faffing 'out of England, Wales, 
and Ireland, jball be carried to Calais, fo long as the fta- 
ple is at Calais. 

ITEM, whereas the noble King Edward the Third did ordaia 
his ftaple to be at Calais* and that the whole repair of wools, 
woolfels, leather, lead, tin, butter, cheefe, and other mercban- 
dife, except woolen cloths, and red herring paffing out of the 
realm of England, and his lands of Wales and Ireland* and his: 
town of Berwick upon Twetd* (hould be at the faid town of Ca- 
. lais> And after at a parliament holden in the firft year of King 
Henry the. Fourth it was ordained, That the ftaple of woote, 
woolfels, leather, lead, and tin, (hould be wholly at Calais: fa- 
ying that merchants of Genoa, Venice* Catalonia* Art agon* and other 
realms, lands and countries, towards the weft, being,of the King's 
amity, may (hip at Hampton in carracks, (hips, -galleys, and 
other veflels, wools, woolfels, leather, lead, tin, and other mer- 
chandife of the ftaple,' and bring them into their country to- 
wards the weft, after the form of the ftatute thereof made in the 
fecond year of King Richard the Second after the conqueflL 
And alfo faving to the burgefles and merchants of Berwick upon 
Tweed certain benefits to bring the wools of the growing between 
the waters of Tweed and Cocket, to the faid place of Berwick* and 
to (hip them towards what parts it (hall pleafe them beyond 
the fea. And alfo whereas the faid ftatutes in the parliament 
holden at Wefltninfler in the fecond year of the reign of King 
Henry the Fifth, father to our fovereign lord the King that now 
is, were confirmed, and moreover it was ordained in the fame 
parliament, That no wools, woolfels, leather, lead, tin, whole 
or founded, called (hotten tin, nor none other merchandife of 
the ftaple whatfoever it were, (hould from henceforth be fent or 
brought to any parts beyond the fea, except they were firft carried 
to the faid ftaple, after the form of the fa d ordinance made the 
faid firft year, upon pain of forfeiture of all the merchandifes in 
fuch manner fent or brought out of the faid realm, unlefs it be 
' by the King's licence. And except all perfons, goods, and things 
which be excepted in the fame ordinance, made the firft year, as 
in the (aid ftatutes is more fully contained. Neverthelefs, the 
leather, and founded tin, called (hotten tin, bought and 
provided here in England* have not been brought to the 
faid ftaple of Calais* after the form of the faid ftatutes, but 
doth pafs into Flanders* Holland and Zealand* to the great da- 
• mage and dimihifhing of the cuftoms and fubfidies due to the 
King, if they were brought to the town of Calais. The King 
willing to efchew the damage and diminution, by the advice 
and rcqueft aforefaid hath ordained and eftablifhed, That all the 
ftatutes thereof made and not repealed, be holden and kept, and 
put in due execution. And that the whole repair of wools, 
woolfels, leather, lead, whole tin, and (hoten tin, and all other

The citizens of London may take apprentices according to their

ITEM, It is (hewed to our lord the King by the faid com- 
mons for the mayor and aldermen and commons of the city 
of London* that whereas among other franchifes, liberties and 
cuftoms to them by the fame our lord the King and his noble 
progenitors granted and confirmed, it is contained, That the ' 
manner and form of taking apprentices within the faid city of 
old time ufed and continued, be kept and obferved : (2) And 
where it is alfo there ufed by the cuftoms of the fame city of time 
out of mind continued ana approved in the fame, that every 
perfon which was not of villain eftate or condition, but of free 
eftate and condition, might put himfelf, his fon or daughter to 
be apprentice to any freeman of the fame city, to learn his craft 
or myftery, and tnat likewife every freeman of the faid city 
may take every fuch perfon, fon or daughter to be his ap- 
prentice, without impeachment, (3) until now of late the faid 
mayor, aldermen and commons, be and have been grievoufly 
vexed and inquieted by colour of an article of the ftatute made 
at Weflminfter* the feventh year of the reign of King Henr% the 
Fourth, rehearfing riy general words, That no man nor worhan 
put their fon nor daughter to be apprentice within any city or 
town of the realm of England* except that he have land or rent 
to the value of twenty (hillings by year, and that by teftimony 
under the feals of the juftices of peace, nor that any (nail receive 
a prentice to the contrary, upon a grievous penalty limited in 
the faid ftatute. 

II. Our lord the king, confidering the great hindrance which 
by the faid ftatute might redound to the inhabitants of the faid 
city, if they (hould be thereby reftrained of their (aid liberties 
and cuftoms, and how in the beginning of the fame ftatute 
it is contained, That the faid city of London have and enjoy 
all her liberties, franchifes and cuftoms that be not contrary 
to the faid article, and alfo refpe&ing the entire affections, and 
great kindnefs done and (hewed to our faid lord the King in 
all his affairs by the citizens of the faid city of London* and 
to encourage them the more to fuch affections and kindnefs 
hereafter, by the advice and aflent aforefaid, hath ordained by 
the authority of this parliament, That the faid ancient manner, 
form and cuftom of putting and taking of apprentices, ufed and 
continued in the faid city of London* be from henceforth kept 
and obferved, as long as it (hall pleafe our faid lord the King, 
without being for that impeached, or to incur the pain contain- 
ed in the faid ftatute.

ITEM, whereas in the time of the King's noble progenitors, Ex e< jj t Raft- 
for the profperity, profit, and wealth of the realm of England* staple of Ca- 
and for the fomentation of the town of Calais it hath been or- lais, 
dained by divers ftatutes and ordinances, That the ftaple fhould 
be wholly at the faid town of Calais, and in none other place be- 

ifond the fea, that is to fay, That all the wools, woolfels, leather, 
ead, and tin, and all other merchandifes palling out of the 
faid realm, and out of the lands of Wales and Ireland, ought 
wholly to pafs and repair to the faid ftaple, and to none other 
place, upon pain of the forfeiture of the fame, except fuch mer- 
chandifes, which in the faid ftatutes and ordinances, be ex- 
prefledand excepted, as in the fame is more fully contained, the 
which ftatutes and ordinances, the ij. year of our fovereign lord ft H.6. c *• 
the King, that now is, were approved, affirmed, and ordained 
duly to be executed* Neverthelefs as well under colour of ex- 
ceptions in the faid ftatutes, and ordinances contained, as by 
colour of licences granted by our fovereign lord the King, to di- 
vers perfons, a great quantity of wools, woolfels, leather, lead 
and tin, and many other merchandifes have been continually 
from time to time, and yet be carried and conveyed out of the 
realm, and of the faid lands of Wales and Ireland, into Flanders* 
Holknd, Zealand, Brabant, and other parts, not reforting to the 
/aid ftaple, as they ought to do, wherefore our fovereign lord 
the King is defrauded of the cuftoms and fubfidies, which 
ought to amount to notable Aims to his increafe, if he thereof 
were duly anfwered and content : And moreover the King's 
mint at Calais is like to be void, defolate, and deftroyed, and the 
commodities alfo of the merchandifes of the faid realm, for the. ■» 

faid caufes, within fhort time to be greatly hindered, if remedy 
be not provided in this behalf: our fovereign lord the King 
considering the premifles, and willing in this cafe to provide a 
remedy, of the advice and aflent aforefaid, by the authority of 
the faid parliament, hath ordained, That no perfon (hip nor do 
to be (hipped from henceforth no manner wools, woolfels, leather, 
lead, and tin, whole nor fhotten, nor the fame carry nor con- 
vey out of any parts of the faid realm, nor out of the lands of 
Wales nor Ireland, to none other parts beyond the fea, but only 
to the faid ftaple of Calais* upon pain of forfeiture of the double 
value of the merchandife fo carried or conveyed to any other 
parts than to the faid ftaple of Calais-* and alfo upon pain of im- 
prifonment of his body for the- fpace of two years, without 
bail or mainprife. .And he which can fpy any perfon from 
henceforth, which offending or doing in any wife contrary to 
this ordinance, and the fame offence do prefent to the treafurer

CAP. XVIII. 

Certain ordinances modi for the prices of merchandises, and 

maintenance of the town and mint at Calais. 

ITEM, our fovereign lord the King, confiderihg certain ar- 
ticles enfuing, to be conceived and defired, as well for the 
profit and wealth of him and his realm univerfal, as for the good 
politick governance and fupportation of the ftaple of Calais* by 
advice and afient of the lords fpiritual and temporal, and alfo 
of the commons being in this prefent parliament, by authority 
of the fame, hath granted the fame articles to be kept and ob- 
served, to begin at the feaft of the Purification of our Lady, next 
after the beginning of the faid parliament, until the feaft of the 
Annunciation of our Lady then next following, and from the 
fame feaft of the Annunciation to endure till the end of three years 
then next following after the form following, that is to fay : 

Firft, That the ordinance and appointment of late made to 
the faid ftaple of Calais, upon wools, woolfels, and tin, be 
furely kept and obferved in all thefe five points following* 
that is to fay, That the price of the faid wools, woolfels, 
find tin, be not abated, but augmented and put to greater 
increafe and advantage. 

Item, That the whole payment be made in hand for the faid 
wools, woolfels, and tin, in gold and diver without fubtil- 
ty or collufion. 

* Item, That the bullion be brought to the mint to Calais, that 
is to fay, for every farpler of wools, whereof the weight of 
the fack is fold for xij. marks, fix pounds, x. marks, v. li, 
viij. marks, iv. li. And the woolfels after the rate, to be 
forged in the King's coin. 

Item, That every man that (hall fell or do to be fold, any 
wools or woolfels at the ftaple of Calais, (hall make a lawful 
and equal partition of the money of the fame, with them 

which 
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which have the wools or woolfels of the fame country from 
whence the wools or woolfels be, and with whom he is 
joined and affociate to make partition, without fraud or 
mal-engine. 

» 
And alfo that at all times th^ merchants fellers, (hall make ac- 
quittances to the merchants buyers, to be fealed under the 
feal to that ordained within the faid ftaple, to the intent that 
no merchant feller (hall from henceforth lend any manner ,,h.6. c. it. 
of money to any merchant by him received of the wools or 
fells, but that the fame money may be brought within the 
realm without fubtilty or fraud. 

CAP. XIX. 
If a mariner Jhall receive into bis Jbip any merchandifes, or , 
carry them to any other place than to the ftaple at Calais, 
the goods and /hip Jhall be forfeited. 

ITEM, for' as much as oftentimes divers mariners ftrangers of 
divers parts of Flanders, Holland, Zealand, and Brabant, in 
divers ports and creeks of the realm, take their (hips and veflels, 
wools, woolfels, and other merchandifes of the ftaple, which be staple of Ca- 
trufled in tuns, pipes, barrels, facks, fardels and otherwife, and Ui». 
the fame privily do put and conceal in their veflels underneath 
wood, wheat, oats, rye, and in other manner, and fo carry 
them into divers parts beyond the fea, to the King's great preju- 
dice in diminiftiing of his cuftoms and fubfidies, and to the da- 
mage of all the liege people of his realm : our fovereign lord the 
King willing to efchew the faid prejudices, and agatnft fuch fub- 
tilties to provide remedy, hath ordained by the authority afore- 
laid, That no mariner ftranger nor other mariner, that is like- Mariner. 
wife owner and mafter of one (hip or veflel, (hall take nor receive 
within England, Wales, nor Ireland, in his (hip or veflel any 
manner of wools, woolfels, nor other merchandifes of the ftaple, 
nor carry the fame out of the realm to any parts beyond the fea, 
but only to the ftaple of Calais, except fuch which by the ordi- 
nance made, (hall pafs over the (freights of Marrok, and that 
upon pain of forfeiture to the King of fuch (hips and goods fo 
found defective, as of the goods of the faid mariners, being in 
the fame (hips or veflels. And that the mayor of the ftaple for 
the time being, (hall have power and authority to make due 
fcarch in this part. And the (hips, goods, and mariners, if 
they be thereof found defedtive, for to be prefented, and deli- 
vered to the King's council in England, by juft relation theteof 
to be made by the faid mayor or his deputy, he having for his Mayor of the 
reward the third part of the forfeitures by him prefented and ftaple 
taken in the manner aforefaid.

commodities of this realm, which heretofore have been and yet 
be greatly ufed, in fo much that when the merchants aliens 
Ought to have repaired to the faid town to buy wools and 
woolfels, they have been returned and withdrawn by the faid 
inhabitants, fo that the poor men have been let to fell their 
goods, and for great mifchief they muft of neceffity fell their 
Dwellers in goods to the faid inhabitants of Calais, which will not buy the 
£**"*• lame but greatly within their price, to the great hurt and hinder* 

ance of the fellers, and abatement of the price of the faid com- 
modities : the fame our fovereign lord the King, willing there- 
upon to provide remedy, for his profit and the avail of his 
realm, hath ordained by the faid authority, That from hence- 
forth no merchant continually inhabiting within the faid town 
of Calais, (hall be fuffered to buy beyond the fea, any manner of 
wools, woolfels, leather, lead, nor tin, nor other merchandifc 
pertaining to the ftaple, upon pain of forfeiture of the fame, as 
often as it may be proved.

ITEM, forafmuch as the commons of the realm of England, Ex edit Raft, 
being in the fame parliament, at the inftance and efpecial 
requeft of the faithful liege people of our fovereign lord the. King, 
the bailiffs, burgefies, and commonalty of the town of Tewhbury, 
wirhin the county of Gloucejler, have made to our fovereign lord 
the King, a very grievous complaint in the fame parliament; 
That whereas the faid town of Tewksbury is adjoining to the 
river of Severn, within the faid county of Gloucefter, which river 
is common to all the liege people of our fovereign lord the King, 
to carry and bring within the ftream of the faid river in boats, 
troughs, and otherwife, all manner of merchandife and other 
goods and chattels to Briftol, and to every part adjoining to the 
fame river, in which river divers perfons of the faid townx>f 
Tewksbury often times and now of late have charged their pro* 
per veflels and troughs with wheat, rye, and other corn, and 
goods, to the value of five hundred pounds, and fo the fame vel- 
iels and troughs fo charged, have conveyed in the fame river to- 
wards the faid town of Briftol by the coafts of the foreft of Dean, ' 
within the faid county of Gloucefter, joining to the faid river, 
there have commonly great multitude of people, and routs of 
the commons of the fame foreft, and of the hundreds of Bledif- 
r ow and Weibury, with great riot and force in manner of war, as 
"lemies of a ftrange land, and with force have fpoiled the fame 
nfons of the faid veflels, and taken of them all their corn and 
oods within the fame veflels, and the fame perfons have menat- 
J and threatened to put to death, if they made any refiftance, 
• any fuit, quarrel, or complaint for the fame, to the great hind- 
rance, lofs, and impoverishment of the faid perfons; and op- 

L j predion 
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predion of all the country there adjoining. And afterward the 
fame our fovereign lord the King, by the advice and affent of 
his council, fent his letters of privy feal, direcled to divers per- 
fons of the faid foreft, to make open proclamation that no man 
of the faid foreft (hould be fo hardy to inquiet or difturb his peo- 
ple to pafs by the river with all manner of corn, goods and 
chattels, or any other merchandifc, upon the pain of treafon, 
after which proclamation fo made, the faid trefpaflers came to 
the faid river with more greater routs and riots than ever they 
did before, not efteeming nor regarding the faid letters of privy 
feal, and there fpoiled at divers times eight troughs of wheat, 
rye-flour, and divers other goods and chattels, and the people 
of the fame troughs did throw over the board and divers of them 
drowned, and the fterns of the faid troughs did cut away, and 
did threaten the owners of the faid goods and chattels, and alio 
the people of the faid troughs, that they (hould not be fo hardy 
to carry no manner of visual by the faid ftrcam much nor little, 
for lord nor for lady : and that they would hew all to pieces the 
laid boats, if they came another time by the coafts of the faid 
foreft of Deafly for the which riot and rebellion, no perfon of 
the faid town of Tetvksbury y nor of the country adjoining, dare 
not carry any corn nor other goods nor chattels in the faid river, 
nor purfue to have remedy for fuch oppreffions and griefs to 
them done, forafmuch as the faid foreft of Dean and hundreds 
be very large, and the people inhabiting and refident in the fame 
Foreft of ver y wild, and nigh adjoining to the country oi Wales. And all 
Dean. the commons of the fame foreft and hundreds of one affinity 

and confederacy in malice and riot, not pondering nor regard- 
ing the law, nor the officers and minifters of the fame, nor car- 
ins for the procefs nor the punifhment of the law of the land, 
iniomuch that they will not obey, but at their own will, any 
minifter of the King's laws, nor execution of the fame, nor the 
officers nor minifters of the law of the faid county, dare not in 
any wife come into the faid foreft, to execute any matter or pro- 
cefs of the law againft the will and intent of the commons of 
the foreft and hundred aforefaid. Our fovereign lord the King, 
having tender refpecl and confideration of the faid mifchiefs, 
and alfo confidering the inconveniencies, which be like to enfue 
and follow upon the fame, arid upon that willing to refift the 
malice of fuch tranfgreflbrs and offenders, and to provide hafty 
and covenable remedy for his faid faithful liege people fo grieved 
in this behalf, by the advice and affent of the lords fpiritual and 
temporal, being in this prcfent parliament, and at the fpecial 
requeft of the faid commons there aflembled, hath ordained by 
authority of the fame parliament, that in every fuch cafe hereaf- 
ter to come, or elfe had or chanced this laft year pad, the (heriff 
of the faid county, or the bailiffs of the town of Gloucejler for the 
lime being, or one of them, upon pain of forfeiture of twenty 
pounds to be levied of their lands, goods, and chattels, to the 
ufe of our fovereign lord the King, make proclamation at the faid 
town of Glouujler, within four days next after notification made 

to 
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to them, or to any of them by the perfons fo endamaged, or by 
any other in their names, of fuch injuries and trefpatfcs done, 
and that the faid trefpaffers and offenders (hall re {lore- in the 
fame town oiGloucefler within fifteen days after the faid procla- 
mation to the faid perfons fo endamaged, their faid corn and 
merchandifes, goods and chattels fo taken, or the very value of 
the fame, with reasonable amends for their damages of fuch 
taking. After which proclamation if the faid trefpaffers do not 
reftore the faid corn and merchandifes, goods and chattels, or 
the value of the fame, to the parties fo grieved in the form a- 
forefaid, with reafonable amends for their damages, nor that the 
faid trefpaffers be not brought to the King's prifon, to tbecaftle 
of Gloucejier for the faid trefpaffes by the officers of the faid forefts 
and hundreds, or by the commonalties of the fame, to be de- 
meaned in fuch cafe by the King and his council, that then by 
confideration of the ftatute of fVtncbefter put for the robbery of 
any perfon, which giveth ail action for him which is robbed, 
againft the hundred within which the fame robbery is done after 
the form of the fame ftatute, the faid commonalties (hall be 
charged of the fame corn and merchandifes goods and chattels 
fo taken, or of the very value of the fame, to the parties fo griev- 
ed, to fatisfv them of their damages for the fame taking. And 
that the (aid parties fo endamaged and grieved, may have their 
general adions of debt againft the faid commonalties of the laid 
Foreft and hundred, of the fum of money, to which the value of 
the corn, merchandifes, goods and chattels fo taken do extend.

alties make default at the fecond diftrefs in fuch actions, that 
then the party which (hall fue, (hall have judgement to recover 
his debt againft the faid commonalties, after the fuppofal of 
their goods, in the form aforefaid, with his reafonable damages 
and expenses. And whatfoever iffue triable by inqueft in the 
(aid foreft and hundreds (hall happen to be taken in fuch actions, 
it (hall be tried by inqueft of the body of the faid county, out of 
the fame foreft and hundreds.

any inquiry or inqueft, do take divers inquiries, inqueft of

of his reign, in all their articles fhall be firmly holden, and ob- 
served, joining to the fame, commiffions (hall be made to fuf- 
ficient perfons, to be juftices in every county of England, where 
it (hall be needful, to furvey and keep all the waters and great; 
rivers within the realm, and to correct and amend the defaults,'

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and to make due execution of the faid ftattttes according to their 
effedt, as well by their furv eying, advifement* and discretion* 
as by inquifitions within liberties and without, thereof to be 
taken when it (hall be needful, and all the premises to hear 
and determine. And notwithstanding all the faid ftatutes, and 
many other ftatutes made for the conservation of the (kid great 
rivers* there is fo great number of (helfs vithin the river of 
River of Ley. Ley, which is in the counties of EJfcx* Hertford and Middle/ex* 
which runneth from the bridge of the town of Warty to the 
river of Thames* which (heirs be made and come by force 
and courfe of the faid water of Ley* that (hips and boats may 
not pafs by the faid water of Ley* as they ought* becaufe that 
no power nor authority is given by any ftatute heretofore made, 
how nor in what manner the faid (helfs may be removed, as 
by a petition delivered in this parliament by the commons of 
the lame it was fully declared : Whereupon by advice and 
aflent of the lords fpiritual and temporal* and alfo at the requeft 
Chancellor of of the faid commons, it is granted and ordained* That the 
England. chancellor of England for the time being, may affign certain

ITEM, whereas in the parliament holden at TVeftminfter* 
the xv. day of March the third year of the reign of King 
, Henry the Fiftn, a ftatute was ordained in the form as follow- 
eth : Item, forafmuch as there be divers abbots, priors* where- 
of fome be of the King's foundation, and fome of the foun- 
dation of other lords dwelling as well within the county of 
Tori^ as in the county of Lancafler* whereof fome have poflef- 
fions within the wapentakes of Stainecliffe wapentake* and 
Friendles wapentake in Craven in the faid county of Tori* and 
fome not, againft whom divers perfons daily by abettment 
and procurement of the bailiff's approvers of the courts pf the 
faid wapentakes, and of the ftewards that hold pleas in tho 
faid courts, and of ferragurs pf tfc profits and revenues of the 
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laid courts, do feign and procure by them and other of their 
covin and aflent, divers plaints and pleas of debt and trefpafs, 
and other divers pleas in the courts of the faid wapentakes. 
And when the fame abbots and priors come to the faid courts 
to defend them of fuch wrongful plaints and pleas, and pray 
and profer to the ftewards and bailiffs of tbe faid courts to 
make their attornies in fuch pleas, the faid ftewards and 
bailiffs the fame refufe, and will not receive fuch attornies 
of fuch abbots and priors, in any plea of debt or trefpafs, 
nor in any other plea. And moreover. the fame ftewards and 
bailiffs of their own authority do amerce the faid abbots 
and priors, at the firft time for every of the faid plaints ten 
{hillings or twenty (hillings, or more at their will, to the great 
damage and hindrance of the faid abbots and priors, and againft 
reafon and the common law of the land. The King hath or- 
dained in remedy of the faid grievances, that all fuch abbots 
and priors and their fucceflbrs and every of them, fo vexed 
in the faid courts, may make their attornies or attorney general, Attorney, 
that is to fay, every of them under the common leal of his 
fcoafe, to gain and lofe in every plea of debt and trefpafs, and 
other plea moved or to be moved in the fai4 courts, and in all 
other courts within the faid wapentakes. And that the ftewards 
and bailiffs of the faid courts receive the faid attornies fo made 
and named without any contradi&ion. And if the fame ftew- 
ards or bailiffs refufe to receive any fuch attornies, fo made 
and named, or to be made and named, that then the faid 
ftewards and bailiffs at every time of fuch refufal of fuch at- 
tornies, fhall forfeit and incur the pain of x. It. to the King* 
And that the faid abbots and priors or their fucceflbrs in the 
iaid counties nor in any of them, (hall be amerced for any 
nonfuit or default in none other manner than fecular perfons. 
And that this ordinance ftand in his force for all the year next 
coming,, aad tiH the parliament the fame year next enfuing : 
After the determination of which ftatute, becaufe that it was 
not ordained to endure but for a certain time now determined 
and paft, the mifchiefs and grievances aforefaid do remain yet 
not remedied, and daily abound and increafe more than ever 
they did, and moreover the faid ftewards and bailiffs will now 
receive none other plea nor anfwer of the faid abbots and priors 
in the faid courts, but only to wage their law, to the intent 
that they ought of neceffity to appear before them in their 
proper perfons, to their great vexation and grievances : Where- 
fore the faid mifchiefs and grievances confidered, for the com- 
fort and relief of the faid abbots and priors, and of other re- 
ligious perfons aforefaid, by the advice and aflent of the faid

which pains be fo eafy and not doubted, that many take to cuf- 
« • 5 .torn 
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torn to carry, and do daily to be carried out of the realm and 
lands aforefaid, by divers means and ways, a great fubftance of 
the wools, woolfels, hides, lead and tin, and other merchan- 
dises, which ought to repair to the faid ftaple, into Scotland and 
into Flanders, Holland, Zealand, and Brabant, without cuftom 
or other charge thereof paying, as is paid for wools repairing to 
Calais : and alfo by the faid wools and merchandifes fo carried 
to the faid parts, there cometh no money into this realm of Eng- 
land, nor the fame realm is increafed, nor the mint at Calais fuf- 
tained ; and moreover, the fame wools and merchandifes be fold 
in the fame parts at fo little a price or value, that the merchants 
aliens be fo greatly enftored of the fame, that they come not td 
Calais to buy wools and woolfels, as they were accuftomed to do, 
to the great lofs and damage of our fovereign lord the King,

ITEM, forafmuch as our rooft redoubted fovereign lord the Ex edit. Rait 
King is greatly deceived of his cuftoms and fubfidies, of that Cuftomers* 
the cuftomers of the faid ports within the realm do feal blank j?!??* 000 " 
fcrowls in parchment, called Blank cockets, with their feals de- 
puted to their offices, and them fo fealed do deliver to the mer- 
chants, for to enter and write in them their goods and mer- 
chandifes going out of the realm to the parts beyond the fea, 
the King not anfwered nor payed of his cuftoms and fubfidies 
of fuch goods and merchandifes. It is ordained, by the advice 
and authority aforefaid, That if any cuftomer feal any fuch blank 
fcrowl with the'feal afligned to his office, or if any merchant 
enter or write, or caufe to be entered or written in fuch blank 
fcrowl or charter fo fealed, his goods or merchandifes, thereby 
to defraud our fovereign lord the King of his cuftoms and fub- 
fidies, then as well the fame cuftomer as the merchant (hail bo 
judged to forfeit all his goods and chattels, as they fhould for- 
feit in cafe of felony. And that they and every of them ftiall 
have the imprifonment of three years. And this a& (hall en- 
dure by three years next enfuing after the feaft of St. Hillary 
next coming.

ITEM, forafmuch as great perjuries daily abound within the realm 
of England, mors than were wont to be in times pafl y by occafion 
of favourable arrays and panels made by thejheriffs and underjheriffs* 
which have power to make or array fuch arrays or panels for money* 
and great rewards that they tale for the fame ', whereby divers of the 
King's liege people be d'fierited and hindered* and other put to great 
lofs of their goods and cbatttls, andfome to great peril of their lives* 
againft nght, good faith, and confaence : the King confidering the 
premises, and willing to avoid fuch perjuries, hath ordained and 
granted by authority aforefaid, That if any (heriff, under(herifF, 
or other, which have power to make and array fuch arrays and 
panels, take by him or by any other to his ufe, any hire, gift, or 
reward to make or array fuch arrays or panels, that he which 
feeleth himfelf grieved in this behalf, (hall have his fuit by writ 
or by bill againft the (heriff, underfheriff or other, which ma- 
ke th fuch arrays or panels, before the juftices where the (aid ar- 
rays and panels (hall be returned, to recover ten times as much 
as they (hall receive for making fuch arrays or panels. And the 
faid juftices (hall, have power by authority aforefaid, to hear and 
determine fuch fuits, as well by examination of the defendants 
in thefe fuits, as by trial of inquefts thereof to be taken, and to 
give judgment for the faid plaintiffs, againft the faid defendants, 
and every of them which fo (hall be found guilty, and upon that 
to award execution. And in every fuch fuit by writ, fuch pro- 
cefs (hall be awarded as (hould be awarded in a writ of treipafs 
done againft the King's peace. Provided, That every fuit which 
(hall be taken againft the (heriffs, underflheriffs, or other, which

ITEM, Forafmuch as at the grievous complaint made to the 
King by the commons in the counties oiHereford t GkucefltT% 
and of Shrofi/hire, which counties be adjoining to the marches 
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of Waits, and in the counties of Somerfet, Chefler, and Brijlol, ir 
was (hewed to the fame our fovereign lord the King, that whereas 
another time in time of the noble King tienry % grandfather to 
our fovereign lord the King that now is, the fecond year of his 
reign, for the great oppreffions and extortions, which they of 
Wales ancKof the marches of Wales daily made to people dwell- 
ing in the faid counties of Hereford? Gkucejier? and Sbropjhire, in 
taking bringing and bearing away of their horfes, beafts and 
other goods and chattels, out of the fame counties into the faid 
marches, and fuch goods horfes and chattels there withholding 
til! gree be made at their will. It was ordained and eftablifhed, 
That if any beafts, goods, or chattels, be taken within the fame 
counties, and driven or brought out of the faid counties into

X xv. year of the reign of our faid fovereign lord the King 
that now is, for the common profit of all the realm, and es- 
pecially far the counties adjoining to the fea, it was ordained 
and ftabliflied in the form which followeth.

ITEM, the King confidering how divers complaints have 
been made before this time, by divers of his lieges merchants 
repairing to the parts of Gafcoine and Guyen, how that now of 
late they have been fuffercd to buy wines of the growing of the 
high country in fuch time as they were wont to be made : and 
alfo how there be divers- new impofitions demanded and levied 
of his (aid lieges merchants repairing to the faid pans, other- 
wife than hath been ufed of old time to be demanded and le- 
vied: to the great damage of the Tame merchants, and great 
lofs and hindrance of all his faithful liege people, hath ordained 
by the authority afbrefiud, that all his faid merchants, repairing 
to the faid parts of Gafcony and Guytn, may freely hereafter bay 
the wines thereof the high country in ail fech timer, and in an

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fuch liberties, as they have ufed to buy them xx or xxx yearf 
paft, without any other new impofition or charge to be put up- 
on them. And that if any of the King's officers in the faid 
parts, -or any other perfon difturb, vex, or grieve, or do to be .

realm, and fafeguard of the faid town, and by the gfeat liber- 
ties and franchifes given to merchants thither repairing, after 
that many years came great revenues to him and to his fucceP 
fors, as it eppeareth of record in the King's exchequer, that is 
to fay, in every year of his reign Ixviij* M. li. and more, and To 
continued many years, at which time great riches came into 
this realm of England by the mean of merchants of the faid fta- 
ple then being many in number and of great riches, good juf- 
tice and law had betwixt party and party, and by them well exe- 
cuted, the faid town of Calais, and the marches were well repair-' Cafcri?.

by the advice and aflent and authority aforefaid, hath pardoned 
and acquitted all and every prieft, as well religious as fecular, of 
all felonies of rape done before the firft day of June, the xxvii. 

And alfo 
hath pardoned and releafed by the fame authority to all and every 
prieft fecular, ftipepdiary and annual, all the fame that to the faid

July,, the xxviii year of the reign of our faid fovereign lord the 
jfcing ar Soutbwark in the county of Surry, and the ix. day of 
July, the aforefaid year of the reign of our faid fovereign lord the 
King at Deptford and Rochefler in the county of Kent, alfo at the 
town of Rochejler aforefaid, and elfewhere, the x. and xi. day of 
July then next enfuing within the realm of England, falfely and 
traitoroufly imagined the King's death, definition and fubverfion 
of this realm, in gathering and levying a great number of the 
King's people, and them exciting to make infurredion againft the 
King falfely and traitoroufly in the places aforefaid, at the times 
before recited, againft the King's royalty, crown, and his dignity, 
and there and then made and levied war falfely and traitoroufly 
againft the King and his highnefs : and though he be dead and 
mifchieved, yet by the law of the land not puni/hed : our faid 
fovereign lord the King confidering the premises, to put fuch 

traitors 
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tiiitors in fear in time coming, and for faving of himfelf and of 
his realm, by advice of the lords fpiritual and temporal in the 
faid parliament aflcmbled, and at the requeft of his commons, 
bath ordained by the authority of the faid parliament, That he 
lhall be of thefe treafons attainted, and that by the fame autho- 
rity he lhall forfeit to the King all his goods, lands, and tene- 
ments, rents, and poffeffions, which he had the faid eight day of 
Juhj or after, and his blood corrupt and difabled for ever, and 
to be called a falfe traitor within the faid realm for ever. 

CAP, II. 
A confirmation of the ftatute of 2 Hen.V- ftat. i. c.6\ 
ordained againft them which break truces andfafe conduits, 
. find appointing confervators of the fame. 

ITEMrlt is ordained and ftablifhed, That the ftatute msufc Truce, 
the fecond year of the faid late victorious and nohle King safe condu&t. 
Henry, father to our fovereign lord the King that now is, of the 
breakers of truce and fafe conduits upon the main fea and other 
places, (hall be in his force and confirmed. Joining to the fame, 
that the chancellor of England for the time being, calling to him 
one ^ of the chief juftices of the one bench or of the other, (hall 
have like power as the confervators and other, commiflioners in 
the fame ftatute fpecified have : faving, where it is contained in 
the fame ftatute, that if he or they, upon whom complaints (hall 
be made, do not appear of a certain time, as is there contained, 
that then a Capias and exigend (hall be awarded againft him or 
ttana, upon whom iuch complaint is made, as well to the flie- 
riffof the county, of the which they be fuppofed to be, as to the 
IherifF of the faid county, where the faid complaint (hall be made : 
it is ordained in this prefent parliament,That he (hall award a writ Sheriff. 
of Capias to the fheriff of every of the faid counties, command- 
ing him upon pain of a hundred pounds to make open procla- 
mation in the five counties continually, that the party or parties, 
upon whom he bath complained (hall appear at a certain day 
contained in the fame writ, before the faid chancellor, if the 
complaint of the premifles be made before him after the form 
contained in the faid ftatute. And if they appear not at the 
fame day, that then they (hall be attainted and convidt to the 
party fo complaining of the offences in the faid complaint fpe- 
cified. And that the faid party complainant (hall be preferred 
to have execution before any feifin had for the King in this be- 
half, notwithftanding that they fo making default be attainted 
of treafon. And it is ordained, that no perfon, which appeareth 
upon any fuch complaint or writ to be awarded, (hall incur the 
pain againft our fovereign lord the King of treafon contained in 
the faid ftatute. Provided alfo, if any perfon, againft whom 
fuch writ or proclamation (hall be awarded, be out of this realta 
by feat of .merchandife, or in the King's fervice by his com- 
mandment, at the time of the firft proclamation made upon fuch 
writs, that then the fame perfon (hall not be indamaged by this 
a&, fo that he appear perfonally before the King in his chancery 
Vol. III.

ITEM, Whereas great inconveniencies and damages have 
come now of late in the city of York, and more in time to 
come be like to happen, if provifion thereof be not had : for 
that divers and certain perfons, citizens of the faid cky, • have 
purchafed and gotten. of our fovereign lord the King feveral 
letters patents, thereby to be exempted of the offices and occu- 
pations of mayoralty, (heriff, chamberlain, collector of difmes 
and quinzifmes, and citizen of the faid city to come to the par- 
t liaments of our fovereign lord the King and his heirs within the 

ttnt£ rS **" faid city : our faid fovereign lord the King, confidering the pre- 
mifles by advice and affent aforefaid, hath ordained and fta- 
blifiied, That all fuch letters patents granted or to be granted to 
any perfon or perfons, now citizens of the faid city, or which 
in time coming (hall be made, (hall be void, and of none effe& 
And moreover, That if any citizen of the faid city now being, or 
which in time coming (hall be, do purchafe, admit, take, or get 
any fuch letters patents, thereby to be exempt of any of the 
offices or occupations aforefaid, within the fame city, mall for- 
feit forty pounds, the one half to our fovereign lord the King, 
and the other half to the mayor and citizens of the faid city and 
their fucceflbrs. And that the mayor for the time being and 
- his fucceflbrs may and might have and maintain an adion of 
debt, to demand the faid forty pounds againft every of the (aid 
perfon or perfons, purchafing, admitting, taking or getting fuch 
letters patents of exemption, the one half of the (aid forty

re&ion under colour of juftice for reformation of the laws of the 
faid King, robbing, flaying, and fpoiling great part of his faith- 
ful people : our faid fovereign lord the King, confidering the 
> premises, with many other which were more odious to remem- 
ber, by advice and aflent of the lords aforefaid, and at the re* 
qucft of the faid commons, and by the authority aforefaid, hath 
ordained and ftabliQied, That the faid John Cade (hall be reputed, 
had, named, and declared a falfe traitor to our fovereign lord 
the King, that all his tyranny, adts, feats, and falfe opinions (hall 
be voided, abated, adnulled, deftroyed, and put out of remem- 
brance for ever. And that all the indictments, and all things 
depending thereof, had and made under the power of tyranny, 
fhall be likewife void, adnulled, abated, repealed, and holden for 
none. And that the blood of none of them be thereof defiled 
nor corrupted, but by the authority of the faid parliament 
clearly declared for ever. And that all indidments in time 
coming, in like cafe under power of tyranny, rebellion, and ftir- 
ring had, (hall be of no record nor effeft, but void in law.

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And all the petitions delivered to the faid King in his lad par* 
liacnent holden at Wefiminfter the fixth day of November* the 
nine and twentieth year of his reign, againft his mind by him

The penalties for tbofe who Jhall difobey the King's writs*

IT£M,Forafmuch as the King our fovereign lord before this 
time, upon certain Aiggeftions and complaints made as well 
to him as to the lords of his council, upon divers perfons of 
this his realm, for great riots, extortions, oppreflions, and 
grievous offence by them done againft his peace and laws, to 
divers of his liege peop.e, hath given in commandment, as well 
by his writs under his great feal, as by his letters of privy feal, 
to appear before him in his chancery, or before him and his 
council at certain days in the fame writs or letters contained, to 
anfwer to the premifles : which commandments be, and many 
times have beeii difobeyed, in contempt of the King our faid 
fovereign lord, and to the great hindrance, damage, and delay of 
his laid complainants in this behalf: our faid fovereign lord the 
King, tonfidering the premifles, by the authority aforefaid, hath 
ordained, enaded, and ftabli(h*d, Thatsif any fuch writ or letters 
of privy feal hereafter direded to any perfon to appear before 
him or his council fas afore is faid) there to anfwer to any of 
the premifles, and then the fame perfon refufe to receive Uich 
writ or letters, or them defpife, or abfent, or withdraweth him- 
felf for this caufe, and come not, arid keep not the day of ap- 
pearance given to him by the faid writ or letters of privy feal, 
and that duly certified and known to his council, that then the 
chancellor of England* for the time being, (hall have power by 
the faid authority, to caufe a writ or writs of proclamatidn to 
be directed to the fheriff of the county, where the perfon fo re- 
futing to receive fuch writs or letters, or them defpifing, or ab- 
Sheriff. fenting or withdrawing him for this caufe, is dwelling or con* 

verfant, or into the county next adjoining, and to the Sheriffs of 
London for the time being, giving to the faid fheriffs feverally in 
commandment by himfelf, that they upon pain of forfeiture of 
two hundred pounds (hall make open proclamation in the (hire- 
town of the fame county, and in the faid city, by three fevenri 
days immediately after the faid writ or writs (hall be to them de- 
livered, that fuch perfon, to whom fuch writ or letters of privy 
feal (hall bedirededas afore is rehearfed, (hall appear before the 
King's council, or before the chancellor of England for the 
time being, within a month next after the faid laft day of pro- 
clamation : 
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clamation : and (hall return the faid writ or writs of proclama- 
tion before the King in his chancery within feven days after the 
faid third day of proclamation, upon the faid pain of two hun- 
dred pounds. And if he make default, and do not appear within 
the faid month, the faid writ or writs duly proclaimed in the 
faid (hire-town and city, and the King's council truly certified of 
the faid proclamation in fuch form executed, that then if fuch 
perfon be of the ftate of a lord, as a duke, marquis, earl, vi'f- 
count, or baron, he (hall lofe and forfeit all offices, fees, an* 
unities, and other pofleflions that he or any man to his ufe hath 
of the gift or grant of the King, or of any of his progenitors 
made to him or any of his anceftors. And that then the faid 
chancellor for the time being, fhall do to be made another 
writ or writs of proclamation, to be direded to the faid (herrffs 
of the faid counties and city for the time being, to make open 
proclamation and return of the fame writ or writs, upon the 
fame pain as afore is fpecified and ordained upon the faid firft 
writ of proclamation. And if he make default, and do not ap- 
pear at the day to him limited by the faid laft writ or writs of 
proclamation, that then he (hall lofe and forfeit his eftate and 
name of lord, and his place in the parliament, Provided, That 
the faid forfeiture of offices, fees^ annuities, and other pofleflions, 
and alfo of the faid eftate and name of Jogd and place, (hall ex- 
tend but only for term of life of him or of them, which by the 
authority of this aft (hall forfeit the faid offices, fees, annuities, / 
pofleflions, ftate, name, and place, or any of them, in the 
torn aforefaid. And if any lord of the faid eftates of a duke, 
jnarquis, earl, vifcount, or baron, haying nothing of the Kind's 
giant nor of his progenitors, do difobey (as afore) after the faid 
proclamation in manner and form aforefaid, made, returned and 
certified : then he (hall forfeit for term of bis life to the King 
his name and eftate of lord and place in the parliament, and alfo 
all the lands and tenements which he hath or any other to his 
ufe hath. And* that every other perfon under the ftate of a lord, 
having livelyhood, or to whofe ufe any ether perfon or perfons , 
have any livelyhood, if he appear not within the month after th$ 
proclamation made by virtue of the firft writ or writs, he (ball 
make a fine after the difcretion of the two chief juftices of his 
bench, and of bis common bench for the time being. And that 
every other perfon, having no livelyhood, nor none other perfon to 
his ufe, fo making default, (hall be put out of the King's pro- 
ted ion. Provided always, That if any of the King's liege people, 
named in the (aid writs or letters, be not within this bis realm 
at the time of any of the faid writs delivered and returned, r*or 
abfent him within the faid realm, and alfo if the perfon or per- 
fons againft whom fuch writs of proclamation hereafter (hall be 
awarded, be fo grievpufly vexed or troubled by infirmity of fick- 
oefs, or otherwife, fuch perfons be imprifoned without fraud or 
male engine, or that they be fo feeble for age, that they may 
not labour in their proper perfons, fo that fuch dwelling out of 
the realm, fecblenefs, or (icknefs, imprifonment, and debility of 
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age be fufficiently and duly proved by juft and indifferent exanYt- 
natjop before the lords of the King's council, they (hall not be 
endamaged by this act. Provided alio, That no .matter deter- 
minable by the law of this realm, (hall be by the fame act de- 
termined in other form than after the courfe of the fame law in 
the King's courts having determination of the fame law. This 
act to begin and take effeft the firft day of May* the two and 
thirtieth year pf the reign of the faid King, of all difobeifances 
\o be made after the fame firft day, and of no difobeifances 
before this day made, and to endure for term of feven years : 
and that this prefent ad (hall be proclaimed by the (heriff of 
every county of this land in every market town within the fame 
county, before the feaft of the nativity of Saint John Boptift in 
the faid two. and thirtieth year.

Attachments in the eaft and weft marches Jhall be made m 
Cumberland, Weftmerland, Northumberland, and tip 
town of Newcaftle only. 

ITEM, Forafmuch as the wardens of the marches adjoining 
to S'Qtlan&y called the Eaft-march and the Weft-march, have 
ufed by their minifters to make attachments, and to attach men 
by their bodies in the counties of Northumberland* Cumberland* 
and Wifimerland* and in the town of NewcaJUe upon 77**, and 
in none other places, to anfwer to indictments taken in the 
courts called warden courts of the faid marches, for attempts 
fuppofed to be done againft the virtue of the truce within the 
faid counties and town : and now of late the minifters and offi- 
cers of the faid* courts, fometimefor the Angular lucre, and fome- 
time for malice that they have borne to certain perfons, have

towns, villages, manors, lands, tenements, rents, reversions,

Guyen* Calais* and the marches of the fame, which the faid King 
had granted by his letters patents, or in any other manner fince

CAP. HI. 
A remedy far Jeveral extorftvns committed by the officers of tbi 

exchequer. 

ITEM, whereas divers officers in the King's exchequer, do Exchequer, 
take wages and fees of the King, for therfifelves and their 
elerks, for execution of their offices in the faid exchequer, that 
notwithstanding the faid officers and their clerks do take of (he- 
spiffs, efehearors, and all other accomptants in the faid exchequer, 
great and exedfive gifts, fees and rewards, for execution of their 
offices, againft all rearfon and confeience ; and will not execute 
their offices for delivering of" the faid accomptants, till they have. 
fiieh exceflive fees, gifts, and rewards, which caufeth fheriffs, 
efctoeatdrs, and other accomptants to take by extortion exedfive 
foea, gifts, and rewards Of the' King's liege people in the coun- 
ties where their offices be, to the great damage and deftrucYton 
of all the faid accomptants, and all the people aforefaid. And Extortion, 
whereas if doth pertain to divers officets in the faid exchequer, 
by reafon of the tees and wages, which they take of the King to 

Y 4 enter 
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cptpr picas, as well betwixt the King and the party, as betwixt 
party and party, and pardons, writs of allowance, judgments, 
and other entries, without fees, gifts, or rewards ; and the fame 
officers and every of them notwithstanding their faid fees and 
wages, will not enter any plea, though it contain but half a roll* 
(except they for the faid entry have xxvj. (hillings, viij. pence, 
xx. (hillings, or xiij. (hillings, iiij. pence at the leaft, and for the 
entry of allowance or every pardon and writ, which they or any 
of them do enter, of whatfoever (hortnefs that it be x s. And 
moreover, the chief clerk of every of the faid officers taketh for 
his labour, as well of every of the faid parties accocriptants, as 
amounteth to the third part of that, that his mafter did take, 
which gifts and rewards of fome accomptants amounteth to the 
fum of twenty marks, and forpe ten pound, and ten marks at the 
leaft, to the great damage, oppreffion, and undoing of the (aid 
people. And alfo whereas divers fpecial commiflions be direct- 
ed to divers juftices of peace, and alfo to other in every county 
of England^ tor the deliverance of felons and other caufes* by 
virtue of which commiflions the juftices fo affigned, fometime do 
fjt and deliver felons, and fometime fuch commiflion is not de- 
livered. And that notwithftanding, fome of the faid officers* 
by virtue of their offices will make diftrefs againft fuch commif- 
fioners, returnable at a certain day, to return their commiflion 
with all iflues forfeit, to be returned, at which day though feme 
of the faid commiffioners do appear, and for their excufe do make 
an oath (as the law will) that they have fit ten and delivered the 
prifoners according to the form of the commiflion, or otberwife, 
that no fuch commiflion came to their hands, in which cafe 
they be in the law difcharged, yet this notwithanding the faid 
officers will write new diftrefles againft the faid commiffioners to 
' diftrain them : and fo infinitely, till the faid commiffioners 
have made a fine at their will. Our faid fovereign lord the 
King cdnfidcring the premifles, at the affent of the lords fpiri- 
tual and temporal, and at the fpecial requeft of the faid com- 
mons, and by authority of this parliament, hath ordained and 
$abli(hed, That every officer of the faid exchequer, which tak- 
eth any fees or wages of the King for execution of his office, 
(hall deliver all the accomptants in the faid exchequer, in that 
that to his office appertained, in a convenient time. And 
that they nor none of them, nor pone of their clerks, take any 
gifts, fees, rewards, promife or furety for any thing, which they 
uiall do in their faid office for any accomptants, except the faid 
fees and wages which he taketh of the King for the execution 
of his office. Saving always, That every of the faid officers, to 
whom it pertaineth by reafon of his office to enter pleas, par- 
dons, writs of allowance, and judgments, may take for the cu- 
tting of the plea, pardon, writ, record, or judgment, that 
containeth half a roll, acco/ding to the length and breadth of old 
times, ufed in the faid exchequer, two (hillings, and no more. 
And for the fame plea, writ, pardon, record, or judgment, that 
containeth a whole roll, iv. (hillings and no more. And for the 

famt 
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fame plea, pardon, writ, record, or judgment, which containeth 
lefs than half a roll, xx. pence. And for the fame plea, pardon, 
writ, record, or judgment, which containeth more, after the 
rate and quantity. And that none of the faid officers, nor their 
clerks, take any fees nor wages, nor other profit, of any collec* 
tors of difmes or quinfimiS, granted or hereafter to be granted to 
our fovereign lord the King. And that fuch officers in the faid 
exchequer, which have power to write by reafon of their offices, 
diftreffes againft the King's juftices of peace, or any other com- 
roiffioners, to bring their eftreats, they nor none of their clerks, 
after that that the (aid juftices or commiffioners (hall make 
due excufe fas before is rehearfed) or bring into the court their 
eftreats, (hall make no new diftrefs nor other procefs againft the 
faid juftices or commifKoners, which fo have excufed them, or 
brought in their eftreats. And if any of the faid officers, or 
any of their clerics, do contrary to any of the articles afore re- 
hearfed, that then they, and every of them (hall lofe xx. li # as 
often as they (hall be found thereof defedive, and, our faid fove- 
reign lord the King (hall have the one half of the faid xx. li. fo 
forfeit, and fuch perfon or perfons that will purfue, the other 
half. And the fame fuit (hall be taken, holden and determin- 
ed by adion of debt before the barons of the faid exchequer, or 
elfe before the juftices of the common bench, againft any officers 
or clerks of the faid exchequer, that doth or taketh contrary to 
the faid ordinance, any privilege or cuftom of the faid exche- 
quer notwithftanding. And that the fame procefs be had in this 
adtion before the faid juftices, as is had in any a&ion of debt up- 
on an obligation at the common law ; except that none officer, 
which hath any office in inheritance, in fee, be excluded in the 
laid exchequer to take the fees, which of old times were lawful- 
ly due and pertaining to his office, and no more. Saving always, 
That the faid officers of our fovereign lord the King, and their 
clerks may take a reafonable reward for their fearches, and co- 
pies made by them in the faid exchequer of any record, at the 
fuit of any of the King's liege people, notwithftanding the faid 
ordinance. Neverthelefs the King would, That by advice of his 
council fuch direction be taken in this behalf betwixt this time 
and the feaft of St. Michael next enfuing, as (hall feem reafon- 
able P And otherwise the faid ordinance (hall ftand in his ftrcngth 
for term of v. years. 

CAP. IV. 

No perfon brewing ale or beer in Kent to be fold, fhall, du- 
ring five years, make above an hundred quarters of malt to 
bis own ufe. 

ITEM, our faid fovereign lord the King, of the advice of the Brewers i* 
(aid lords fpiritualand temporal, and at the requeft of the faid Kent, 
commons, and alfo by authority of this parliament, hath ordain- 
ed and eftabliftied, That no perfon that in the county of Kent 
(hall commonly brew any ale or beer to fell (hall make nor do 
to )se made any malt in jus houfe, or in any other place to his 

own 
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own ufc at his cofts and expences, above an C. quarters in the 
year, upon pain to forfeit x. li. every year in which he fo roakcth 
or doth to be made above the raid hundred quarters, the one 
half to our fovereign lord the King, and the other half to him 
or them Which in this behalf will purfue. And, That the bid 
ordinance take effed the firft day of June next coming, and (hsH 
endure for five years then next enfuing. 

CAP. V. 

No wrought filk belonging fo the my/lory of filkwemen fid 
be brought into this realm by the way of mercbandifa du- 
ring five years. 

ITEM, whereas it is (hewed to our fovereign; lord the Kiogm 
his faid parliament, by the grievous complaint of the fik* 
women and fpinners of the myftery and occupation of filk* 
working, within the city of London* how that divers Lombards 
and other Grangers, imagining to deftroy the faid iriyftery, 
and all fuch virtuous occupations of womeri in the faid realm, 
to enrich themfelves, and to encreaie them and fuch occupati* 
ons in other ftrange lands, have brought and daily go about td 
bring into the faid realm fuch filk fo made, wrought, twined* 
ribbands* apd chains falfly and deceitfully wrought, all manner 
girdles and other things concerning the laid iriyftery and occu- 
pation, in no manner wife bringing any good filk unwrought, 
as they were wont to bring heretofore, to the final deftrudion of 
the faid myfteries and occupations, unlefs it be the more haftily 
remedied by the King's Majefty. For reformation whereof the 
fame our fovereign lord the King, by the authority aforefaid, 
will and hath ordained and eftablifhed, That if any Lombard, or 
any other perfon ftranger or denizen, bring or cauf6 to bd 
brought by way of merchandise any wrought filk, twined ribbands 
and chains, girdles of filk, or any other thing touching and con* 
cerning the myftery of filk- women f girdles which come from 
Genoa only except) into any port or place of the faid realm from 
beyond the fea, That the lame wrought filk, twined ribbands, 
chains, girdles* and other things fo brought and wrought con- 
cerning the fame myfteries, (hall be forfeit. Alfo, That every 
Lombard, and other ftranger and denizen, which doth contrary 
to this ordinance", as often as he fo doth, (hall forfeit twenty 
pounds, the one half thereof to be levied and had to the ufc and 
expences of the King's houfe, and the other half to that perfon 
that will fue for the lame. And that it (hall be lawful to every 
of the King's liege people, to have and maintain an aftion of 
tfftions of debt at every time, as well for the fatntf forfeiture of 
twenty pounds, as for the thing fo forfeit, and the feme pfocefs 
to lie therein as in an a&ion of debt at the coftomon law : iff 
which fuit no protection nor efibin (hall be allowed. And, That 
London. *h* mayor of the laid city for the time being, (hall have autlw- 
» rity to aftign ii. iii. or iv. men of the feme city fufficient and cre- 
dible perfons, by their difcretbn to fwear upon a book to inake 
due feareh within the fame city and the liberty of the fame, ** 
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often aa (hall fecm expedient, of ail things had or done contrary 
to the premises, and thereof to make due relation to the mayor 
and aldermen of the fold city for the time being for a more full 
information to the King and him that will purfue. And, That 
the faid ordinance begin to take bis ftrength and effaft at the 
feaft of Eafter next enfuing, and (hall endure fdr five years then 
next following. 

CAP, VI. 
Certain privileges granted to the abbot of Fountain in the 

county <jf York. 
TTEM, whereas in the faid parliament it was lamentably (hew- 
I ed by the abbot and covent of the monaftery of our lady of 
Fwtdint in the county of Y$ri> of that that whereas they and 
their predeceflbrs of no little time againft confeience have been 
grievouily difturbed and vexed without caufe by feigned a£Hons, 
and daily be in divers courts, wapentakes and other court barons, 
to the number of xx. and above, within the faid county of York, 
and the county of Cumberland, and in the county of the city of 
Tori % within which counties the fubftance of the pofleffions of 
the laid monaftery lieth, as well by the procuracy and excitati- 
on of the bailiffs, ftewards, and officers of the faid courts, and 
alfo the farmers of the faid courts, wapentakes, and court barons, 
for their (angular lucre and profit, as by other malicious and 
evil difpofcd perfons, complaining againft the fame abbot, and 
covent, feigning and affirming in divers of their courts, wapen- 
takes, and court barons, at fome one court CCC. feveral plaints 
or more : and though the common law of England require, that 
every perfon fued for any caufe, in which fuit he ought to be ad- 
mitted to wage his law, that fuch perfon fo fued fhould wage his 
law by his fuffictent attorney having authority thereunto : and 
this notwithstanding the predeceflbrs of the faid now abbot and 
other abbots and priors in the faid counties, might in no wife be 
received by fuch bailifs, ftewards, and officers, to wage their 
law by their attornies in fuch courts and wapentakes till for the . 
fame grief and complaint had in this party by authority of the 
parliament it was ordained that all abbots, and priors, and other 
religious of England* and their fucceflbrs, in fuch cafes by their 
general attornies or attorney in every hundred or wapentake 
Yvithinthe realm of England* every of them under their common, 
feal, feverally fhould pJ^ad in fuch courts fuch pleas as in the 
Jaw were pleadable and allowable. And, That every bailiff and 
fleward for the Jimc being within the faid courts, fhould receive 
fuch attornies without amercing any fuch abbots, priors, and 
religious or any of them, upon pain of forfeiture of x. li. Yet 
this ootwithftapdingt when tbe faid abbot by his attorney* 
fhould wage his law in the faid plaints in fuch feveral courts, 
(hen the faid bailiffs, ftewards, and officers, oftentimes for their 
Angular lucre, and by covin had betwixt them and the faid 
malicious people affirming the faid plaints, have prefixed to the 
faid abbot a day to do his law in every of the foid fererat courts 

and 
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and wapentakes together at one day and at feveral place*, every 
place being fo far from other, that the faid abbot in no wife 
might appearand come to do his law in his proper perfon, as the 
law requireth : and fo he by fuch caufe in divers courts and wa- 
pentakes was often in the faid plaints condemned, and in divers 
of the fame amerced, fome year in an hundred marks, and Come 
year more, and at the leaft in xl. li. where neither by law nor by 
conference any caufe of acYion was had : which labours, cods, 
and vexations of likelihood (hould continue and increafe to the 
importable damage of the faid houfe, and of the abbot and co- 
vent aforefaid, unlefs fome gracious remedy in this behalf be 
provided in this faid parliament for the faid monaftery-: our 
laid fovereign lord the King, conJSdering the premises, of the 
advice, affent and authority aforefaid, hath granted, ordained, 
and eftabliftied, That the fame abbot, and his fucceflbrs, a- 
gainft whom any quarrel or plaint is or hereafter (hall be taken 
or attempted in any of the faid courts or wapentakes, may wage 
their law by their attorney or attornies of the matters con* 
tained or to be contained in every fuch plaint, where the law per* 
mitteth them fo to do. And, That they (their law fo waged) 
may c|o their law by a monk of the fame place, with other per- 
fons with him to the number of fix perfons, or otherwife by fome 
other perfon afligned or deputy by the abbot of the faid houfe 
for the time being, under the common Teal of the faid monaftery 
of FontainSy which fix perfons with him, to do the faid law for the 
abbot of the faid houfe. And, That the bailiffs, ftewards and of- 
ficers of the faid wapentakes and courts for the time being, (hall 
admit, permit, and receive the faid laws to be done in the form 
aforefaid. And, That all the faid laws fo waged and done be as 
effectual and of fuch (trength in the law, as if the fame abbot or 
his fucceflbrs had done the fame in their proper perfons after 
the courfe of the common law; And moreover by authority 
aforefaid hath ordained, That if any bailiff, fteward, or officer 
of the faid courts or wapentakes, will not admit fuch law to be 
done in the form aforefaid, or elfe in any wife do difobey or do 
not obferve the intent of the premiffes of his behalf before re- 
hearfed to be done, or omit or of his behalf do contrary to any 
of the premiffes, then the fame bailiff, fteward, or officer fo of- 
fending, for every time that he (hall happen to do contrary in 
any of the premiffes before rehearfed of his behalf to be done, 
Ih^ll forfeit xx. li. And every perfon in this cafe willing to pur- 
fue, may have a writ of debt, and declare upon the faid ordi- 
nance, and he fhall have for his labour the one half of the fame 
xx. li. and the King the other half. 

CAP. VII.

FIRST, In efchewing of ambiguities, doubts, and diverfitici 
of opinions, which may rife, enfue and be taken of and up- 
on judicial acts, and exemplifications of the fame made or bad 
in the time or times of Henry the Fourth, Henry the Fifth his 
fon, and Henry the Sixth his fon, or any of them, late Kings of 
England fuccelDvely in deed, and not of right : (2) our faid lord 
the King, by the advice and aflent of flic lords fpiritual ahd 
temporal, and at the requeft of the faid commons in the faid par- 
liament aflembled, and by authority of the fame, hath declared, 
eftabiifhed, and enacted in the faid parliament, That all fines 
and final concords, levied or made of any lands, tenements, 
poflef&ons, rents, inheritances, or other things, and all judicial 
ads, recoveries, and procefles, determined, or commenced, not 
revoked, reverfed, nor adnulled, made or had in any court 
or courts of record, or any court or courts in any of the- 
times of the pretenfed reigns of any of the faid late kings, in 
deed and not in right (other than by authority of any parlia- 
ment holden in any of their times) and exemplifications of the 
faid fines, acts judicial, and recoveries, out of any of the faid 
parliaments, and every of them, fhall be of like force, virtue, 
and effect, as if the faid fines, final concords, acts, recoveries, 
procefles, and other the premises, had or made out of any of 
the faid parliaments and exemplifications of the fame, were 
commenced, fued, had, or determined, in the time of any King 
lawfully reigning in this realm, obtaining the crown of the fame 
by juft title.

and four pence. Alfo he hath ordained and ftablifhed, That the 
juftices of peace of every county, mayors of cities and boroughs 
within this realm, (hall have authority and power, to enquire, 
hear and determine all and every of the faid defaults and forfei- 
tures, as well by enquiry, as by due examination of every of 
the laid offenders contrary to this ordinance. And the matters 
and caufes concerning the faid offences and forfeitures to de- 
termine by like procefs and in like manner and form before at- 
tainder in this behalf as is commonly ufed by them of a trefpafs 
done with force and arms againft the King's peace, and after 
the attainder like execution. And if any matter, touching any 
of the faid offences, be removed of any of the faid juftices of 
peace, or mayors, before the King, that then the juftices af- 
figned for pleas before the King to be holden, (hall have power 
to award fuch procefs and execution in this behalf; as before is 
limited, Alfo he hath ordained and ftablifhed, That all the 
faid forfeitures, and every of them, (hall be levied, applied, and 
employed to the ufe and expences of the King's houfe. Pro- 
vided always, That this flatute of array be in no wife prejudi- 
cial or hurtful to any perfon, of and for wearing of any orna- 
ment, vefture, or apparel in doing of divine fervice, and at- 
tending to the fame. Nor that this ordinance extend to the juf- 
tices of any bench of our fovereign lord the King, matter or 
warden of the rolls, mafter of the King's chancery, barons of the 
King's exchequer, nor chancellor of the fame, which now be, 
or hereafter (hall be, nor to any of them. Provided alfo, That 
the fcholars of the univerfuies of this realm and fcholars of any 
univerfity out of this realm, may wear fuch array as they tnif 

3 . wear 
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wear by the rule of the faid univerfities, notwithstanding thit 
ordinance. Provided alfo, That henchmen, heralds, purlin- 
vants, fwordbearers to mayors, meflengers, and minftrels, nor 
none of them, nor players in their interludes, (hall not becom- 
prifed within this ftatute. Nor no perfons as for wearing of any 
purfes, broches, or crowns for caps of children, (ball be con* 
prifed within the fame. Provided alfo, That this ordinance do 
in any wife extend to any manner of array neceflarily to be won 
in war, or in the feats of the fame.

be bought, fold, or attributed there. And if after the £ime 
time any fuch cloth or yarn (hould be there found, that the 
feme (hould be burst at a thing banned ; with certain other 
ftrait punithment?

ordinance made by the faid duke. And alfo be bath ordained Merchants 
by the faid authority, That all manner merchants Grangers, ftrangexs. 
having any fuch manner of merchandifes or goods of the faid 
growing, workmanfhip, or making, being (hipped in any vef- 
Tel in any part of this realm of England, Wales, or Ireland y and 
not put to land, or if any fuch merchandises or goods be put 
to land in any part of the faid realm of England, after the laid 
feaft, that all iuch merchandifes and goods be utterly voided out 
of this realm of England, Wales, and Ireland, within forty days' . 
next after proclamation made upon this ordinance within the 
city of London, upon pain of forfeiture of the faid goods and 
merchandifes : the one half thereof to the King, and the other 
half to him that (hall firft feife any fuch goods or merchandifes. 
And that open proclamation of this ordinance be made before 
the eighteenth day of March, which (hall be in the faid year of 
our Lord M.cccc.lxiiii. within the city of London, and other 
neceflary places and convenient. And if it happen any fuit or. 
action to be taken and fued by the occafion of any fuch feifin/ 
wherein any iffue concerning this ordinance (hall be taken : 
that the faid iffue be triable and tried in the county and of the 
venue, where the faid fcifin (hall be had, and in none other 
place. And becaufe it is greatly doubted, that during the faid 
reftraint of the faid goods and merchandifes made and grown in. 
the aforefaid lands of the faid duke of Burgundy, being in this 
xealm, or to be brought into the fame, and within the fame to - 
be put to fale, by the fellers of them (hould be exalted and put 
at an exceflive price, which (hould turn to the great damage 
of the people of this realm: it is therefore ordained by the 
faid authority, That during the faid reftraint, every mayor. Miyor* 
J>ailiff, and other chief governor of every city, borough, anq 
town, and the governors of every fair and market out ot 
city, borough, and town, within this realm, upon complaint 
Co be made to any of them by any of the King's liege people, 
of fuch enhancing and putting of exceflive price, (hall have 
power and authority within their jurifdiclion, by due fearch, 
examination, and proof had in this behalf, to make fuch di- 
rection and reformation, as by the advice of two difcreet men; 
if every fuch city, borough, or town, thereto to be appointed 
iy every mayor, bailif, or other chief governor aforefaid, after 
their confidence and difcretions, in (atisfa&ion and reafonable 
amends of the party fo complaining (hall feem reafonable. And 
this ordinance to endure at the King's pleafure. Provided al- 
ways, That this ac\ nor none other act, ftatute nor ordinance, 
made or to be made in this prefent parliament, (hall do no da- 
mage, prejudice nor derogation to the merchants of Jlmayne, 
having the houfe commonly called Guildhalk Teutonicorum, in Guildhall* 
the city of Lanitn, which merchants now be within this realm Teutonico- 
ff England^ or in any parts under the King's obeiCance, or rum%

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which hereafter (hall be or repair into the feme, of or in any 
franchises, freedoms, liberties, immunities or any other thing 
granted by the King's progenitors, by their letters patents, to 
merchants of Almayne, having the faid houfe commonly called 
Gulldhalla Teutonicorum, in the faid city of London, nor of any 
grants or confirmations hi any wife made by our faid fovereign 
lord the King by his feveral letters patents to merchants of Al~ 
mayne, having the faid houfe commonly called Guildhalla Teu- 
tonicorum, in the faid city of London, by whatfoever names they 
be called or named. And that all the faid letters patents be in 
all fuch force, effecl, and ftrength, and available to the mer- 
chants having the faid houfe called GuildhallaTeutonicorum in the 
faid city of London, as they were before the making of this aft. 
This ad, or any other ad, ftatute, or ordinance made or to be 
made in this prefent parliament notwithstanding. 

CAP. VI. 

A qualification of the ftatute of 5 Hen. IV. cap. 9. touch- 
ing fecurity to he taken of merchants fir angers for the em- 
ployment of their money upon the commodities of tins 
realm. 

ITEM, our faid fovereign lord the King, remembering that 
where by the ftatute made in the parliament holden in the 
fifth year of Henry the Fourth late in deed and not of right king 
of England, it was ordained and ftabliflied by authority of the 
fame parliament amongft other things, That all the cuftomers 
and comptrollers in all ports of this realm, fhould take fufficient 
furety for all manner merchandifes brought by merchants 
aliens and ftrangers, coming and repairing to the faid ports, to 
the intent that the money taken for the faid merchandifes fhould 
be employed upon the commodities of this realm, faving their 
reafonable cofts, as in the fame ftatute is contained more at the 
full. And that becaufe the faid merchants ftrangers have not 
knowledge of the fufficient perfons within this realm, which 
lhall be bound for them, fo that they cannot oftentimes find to 
the intent aforefaid fuch furety: and alfo becaufe that the 
faid cuftomers and comptrollers have no manner of power nor 
authority after the employment performed and made, to retail 
the faid fu re ties to the merchants : wherefore the faid merchants 
would rather depart, and hereafter not to repair into this realm 
with any merchandifes, than to find any fuch fureties, in di- 
minution of the King's cuftoms and fubfidies in his faid ports, 
unlefs due remedy be therefore provided : the King, by the 
afient of the (aid lords and commons,, and by the authority a- 
forefaid, hath ordained and ftablifhed, That at all times from 
henceforth the cuftomers and comptrollers for the time being, 
(hall take furety by their discretion of the faid merchants alone, 
or of them and other for the faid employment to be had. And 
that the faid cuftomers and comptrollers in every port of this 
realm, at all times hereafter, after the employment had by the 

faid 
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faid merchants, may deliver to the faid merchants all fuch fure- 
ties, which they did take of them or any of them for the faid 
employment. And that of and for the fame they and every of 
them be discharged againft the King. This ftatute to endure till 
the next parliament. 

CAP. VII. 

Regulations to be obferved by the fhoemakers of London, 
and tbofe within three miles of the fame. The privileges 
of the inhabitants of St. Martin's le Grand faved. 

ITEM, our fovereign lord the King, by the advice of his Cordwaincr- 
lords fpiritual and temporal, and at the prayer of the faid 
commons in the faid parliament aifembled, and by autho- 
rity of the fame, hath ordained and ftabliftied, That no perfon 
cordwainer or cobler within the city of London, or within three 
miles of any part of the fame city, be he within franchife or 
without, dp to be made after the feaft of Eajier, which (hall be 
in the year of our Lord one thoufand four hundred fixty five, 
any (hoes, galoches, or hufeaus with any pike or poleyn, that : 
ihall pars the length of two inches, which (hall be judged by 
the wardens or governors of the fame myftery within the faid 
city, and three miles of every part of the fame, or upon any 
Sunday in the year, or in the feafts of the Nativity oxAfcenfion of 
our Lord, or in the feaft of Corpus Cbrijii, (hall fell or command 
or do to be fold any (hoes, hufeaus, or galoches, or upon the 
Sunday, or any of the faid feafts, (hall fet or put upon the feet 
or legs of any perfon, any (hoes, hufeaus, or galoches, upon 
pain of forfeiture and lofs of xx $. fterling, as often and when 
any perfon (hall do the contrary of this ordinance or any part 
of the fame. Whereof vi s. viiid. (hall be had to the King's 
ufe, and vi s. viii d. to the ufe of the governors of the myftery 
of cordwainers, and the other vis. viiid. refidue of the faid 
xx s. to the ufe of him that (hall And, difcover, and prove the 
breaking of this ordinance. And that every perfon that will * . , 
fue for the faid forfeiture, (hall have an aflion of debt by writ *• ^J^ 
or plaint at his election, and fuch procefs and execution in the London* 
fame as is had in an adtion of debt. And that the defendant in 
the fame adion be not admitted to wage his law. Provided al- 1 
ways, That this ad, nor none other alt, ordinance or ftatute, 
made or to be made in this prefent parliament, (hall extend to 
the damage or prejudice, nor in any wife be prejudical or hurt- 
ful to the dean for the time being of the King's free chapel 
of St. Martin's le Grand of London, or to the faid dean and chap- 
ter for the time being of the fame chapel, nor to any perfon of 
perfons for the time abiding or dwelling within the fame chapel, 
or within any place or places in St. Martin's Lane in London, or 
within any other place or places within the precinft, fee, or fran- 
chife of the faid dean, or the faid dean and chapter, nor to any 
of the rights, privileges, liberties, franchifes, immunities, or 
other thing by the King, or by any of his progenitors, prede- 
ceflbrs, or poflcflbrs of the realm, eftate and crown or Eng- 
land, 
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hni, to the ferd dean and chapter of the faid chapef and their 
ftrcceffbrs jointly or feverafly in any manner granted, or in any 
manner heretofore pertaining. And alfo provided. That the 
dean of the faid chapel, and the dean and chapter of the fame 
chapel, (hall have, hold, and enjoy fully, freely, qoierfy, and 
effectually all their faid rightt, privilege*, franchifes, liberties, 
immunities; and every other thing to them granted in man- 
ner and form aforefaid, by whatfoever name or names they be 
named or called jointly of fevefalfy in any letters or writings

£ edit Raft T^EM, The company of the myftery of patten-makers of 
aH. c!c. 3. "«*■ t ' ie c ^y °f London, pitcoufly complaining, (hewed in the 
parliament, of the grievous hurt, lofs and damage, which other 
perfons in times paft of the fame occupation now dead, and 
they, long time have borne and fuftained, and hereafter be likely 
to bear and fuftain, by reafon of a ftatute made in the time of 
Henry the Fifth, late king of England in deed and not of right, 
by authority of this parliament holden in the fourth year of 
his reign, by which ftatute it was ordained and eftabliflied, That 
patten-makers within the realm of England txom that time forth, 
ihould make no pattens nor clogs of timber called afp, upon pain 
to pay to the King C. s. for every default. And that every 
perfon, which would fue for the King (hould have the one 
half of the pain fo forfeit : fo that the netchers throughout the 
realm, might fell their (hafts at more eafy and reafonable price 
than they were wont to fell, as in the faid ftatute more fully is 
contained. And though alfo that the faid afp timber be the 
beft and lighted timber, thereof to make pattens and clogs,

fuch afp timber as would ferve to make (hafts thereof, as that 
that would not ferve for the fame, and no reftraint is made for 
them or any of them to the contrary, and very much afp 
timber there is, which will in no wife ferve the fletchers to 
make thereof (hafts, which' is as fufficient able and convenient 
to be made in pattens and clogs, as is the remnant of the faid

Add 
if any of the offenders be prefent in any of the faid courts* be 
by the commandment of every of the judges in the fame courts, 
(hall be brought in and put anfwer to fuch bill or bills by focb 
information, by an oath firft to be made upon a book by the 
informer, before any of the faid judges, that this complaint is

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rightful without any other or further pjocefs therein. And that 
the fame judges and every of them* in every of the faid courts, 
fhall have power in their feveral jurisdiction, to examine all per-*

ITEM, whereas in the parliament holdeh in the third year of the E« edit. Raft, 
reign of our faid fovereign lord the King, the commons of thc f aid *& <* 
the fame realm of England granted to him for the defence of the SfthcgrwJtof 
fame realm, and efpecially for the fafeguard and cuftody of the the fubfidy in 
fea, a fubfidy, called tunnage, to perceive and receive in manner the third [year 
and form following, that is to fay three (hillings of every tun of offing Ed- 
wine coming into this realm : and of every tun of fweet winef*^ e waa 
coming into this realm of England -by any merchant alien, as never yet put 
well by the merchants of Hanji and Jlmain, as of any other mer- in any book, 
chant ftranger three (hillings over and above the faid three (hil- 
lings before granted, to have and perceive the faid fubfidy yearly 
from the feaft of March in the year of our lord God M,CCCG, 
LXIV. for term of his. natural life. And moreover the faid 
commons, by the affent aforefaid granted to the King for trip 
fafeguard and keeping of the fea, another fubfidy called pound- 
dage, that is to fay, of all manner mcrchandifea of every mer- 
chant denizen and alien, as well of merchants of Hanfe and Al- 
moin, as of any other paerchant alien, carried out of this faid 

% realm, 
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realm, or brought into the fame by way of merchandise, of the 
value of every xx. 8. xij. d. except tin, whereof the merchant 
Grangers (hall pay for fubfidy of the value of every xxs. ij. s. 
And the merchants denizens xij. d. And all manner merchan- 
difes of every merchant denizen to be valued according as they 
did cod at the fir ft buying by their oaths, or oaths of their fer- 
vants buyers of the faid merchandifes in their a b fence, or by 
their letters, which the fame merchants have of fetch buying of 
their factors, and in none other manner. All manner woolen 
cloths, made and wrought within this realm of England by any 
merchant denizen, not being an alien born, to be carried oat 
of the fame realm within the time of this grant: all manner 
wools woolfels and leather going out of the fame: and all and 
every manner of corn flour: and all manner of fre(h fiih beft 
ale and Wine coming into this realm : and all manner victual 
going out of this realm for the victualing of the town of Calais, 
and the marches of the fame under the King's obeifance, oat 
of this grant always excepted : to have and perceive yearly the 
faid fubfidy of poundage from the faid firft of March "during 
his natural life, as in the grant thereof made more largely is 
contained : the Kii\g perceiving the great difceipt done to him, 
in withdrawing and concealing of the faid duties : and araongft 
other things many and divers merchants ft rangers, and denizens 
do ufc to bring into this realm cloth of gold, cloth of fiiver, 
bawdkin, velvet, damafk, fat in, farcenet, tartaron, chainlets, 
and other cloths of {ilk and gold, and of (ilk being of great va- 
lue by way of merchandifes from the parts beyond the fea: 
Subfidy, an( j by fubtil and fraudulent means convey the fame merchan- 

difes to the- land, not paying the very cuftoms and fubfidies 
thereof due after the form of the faid aft, nor the fame mer- 
chants ftrangers do not employ the valu* of their faid mer- 
chandifes upon the commodities of this realm, to the great da- 
mage of the King and of this his realm : and although the faid 
fubfidy was granted to him efpecially for the keeping of the fea: 
yet by reafon of the faid difceipts withdrawing and concealing of 
the faid duties from the King, which (hould and ought to come 
of the aforcfaid fubfidy, the profit thereof coming to the King is 
fo diminished and impaired that it attaineth not, nor hereafter 
is like to attain to' any like fum, as it hath done in times pad, 
nor fufficeth not, nor in time to come is like to fuffice and fuf- 
tain the King's neceffary and requifite charges for the keeping 
of the fea, for the furety of the King and of this realm, and for 
the fure paflage of merchandifes into this realm and out of this 
realm, unlefs that a convenient and fure remedy be provided to 
expel and remove the faid deceits. Therefore' our fovereign 
lord the King, by the affent of the faid lords fpiritual and tem- 
poral, and the faid commons in this parliament aflembled, and 
by authority of the fame, hath ordained eftabliflied and eriaded, 
that from the feaft of the nativity of Saint John Baptift next 
poming, no merchant denizen or ftranger (hall fet or fuffrr any 
cjothof gold, of fiiver. bawdkin, velvet, damafk, faun, tarta* 
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iron, or chamlet, nor none other cloth of (ilk, nor any corfe of 
filk and of gold, nor of filk of the making of any of the parts 
"beyond the fea to fell, before that the collectors of the fubfidy 
of tonage and poundage and the comptroller of the fame in the jonage. 
port where fuch merchandife is fet upon land, hath furveyed 
and meafured the fame. Aud hath fealed every piece thereof in 
the one end thereof, with the feal or mark efpecially to be or- 
dained for the fame, whereof the fame collectors have the one 
part, and the comptroller have the other part feverally in their 
cuftody. And if any fuch cloth of gold, of filver, bawdkin, vel- 
vet, dama(K, fatin, farcenet, tartaron, chamlet, and cloth of 
filk and of gold, be any time hereafter fet to fale not fealed, nor 
having fuch feal thereupon ; that then he which fetteth fuch 
merchandife to fale, (hall forfeit the fame merchandife or the • 
value thereof, whereof two parts (hall be to the King, and the 
third part to the finder. Alfo it is ordained by the fame autho- 
rity, That the collectors of the fame fubfidy and the faid comp- 
troller, (hall at all times requifite, be ready to feal fuch mer- 
chandife : and to feal the fame at all times when they be required 
without delay, or taking any thing for the fame in any wife, 
upon pain of forfeiture to the owner thereof twenty (hillings for 
every of the faid collectors and comptrollers at any time that they 
refufe to feal fuch merchandife after fuch requeft macje, or 
' take any thing for the fealing of any fuch merchandife. Alfo it 
is ordained by the authority aforefaid, That all manner of fuch 
cloths of gold, of filver, bawdkin, velvet, dama(k, fatin, far- 
cenet, tartaron, chamlet, and every other cloth of (ilk, corfe of 
gold and filk now being within this realm, and after the feaft of 
Saint Michael the archangel next coming, offered to fell, (hall 
be fealed with the faid feals before the faid feaft, upon the pain 
before fpecified. Alfo whereas it is exprefled in the faid grant 
of the faid fubfidy, that if any concealment be found in the mer- 
chants in the payment of the faid duties, That they for fuch 
concealment (hall pay only double fubfidy without other pain or 
forfeiture therein, as in the fame aCt is more fully contained. 
The King confidering that notwithftanding the fame ordinance, 
merchants do not regard to defraud him of his duty of the faid 
fubfidy, in as much as they do nothing forfeit 'in that behalf, 
. but only pay the double fubfidy, by the advice aflent and autho- 
rity aforefaid hatlvordained and eftablifhed. That the fame fta- 
tute in this behalf be void, and of no ftrength. And if any 
mcrchandifes, which be to be brought to the parts beyond the 
fea, or to be carried out of this realm, whereof any fubfidy is or 
{hall be due or pertaining to the King, be hereafter fhiped to be 
carried beyond the fea, the collectors of the faid fubfidy not paid, 
or without agreement with the collectors of the faid fubfidy for 
the fame, That then the faid merchandifes or the value thereof, 
ihall be forfeit to the King. - Alfo whereas divers merchants 
ftrangers and other oftentimes in the city of London, and in o- 
ther places have packed divers woolen cloths, fome in grain, 
fome ungrained, and other cloths not grained, aad the fame 

fo 
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fo packed caufe to be carried by land from London and other pla- 
ces to other ports, as to Sandwich, Southampton and other pons, 
whereas the cuftomers for the time being without due packing 
or fight of fuch cloths, upon the information of the merchants, 
do cuftom fuch cloths, as for coarfe cloths, whereby the King 
is greatly deceived of his duties thereof, as well in the finenefs of 
fuch cloths, as in the not knowing of the number of the cloths 
fo packed. Therefore the King by the advice and aflent afore- 
faid, and by the fame authority doth ordain eftablifii and enaei, 
That in every port within this realm of England, wherein any 
woolen cloths lb all be packed after the firft day of May next com* 
ing, in the prefence of the collectors of the aforefaid cuftoms 
and fubfidies, of the fame port for the time being, That all fuch 
cuftoms and fubfidies,, due and pertaining to the King for the 
fa id cloths, (hall be paid and contented to the fame collectors, 
where the faid cloths be fo packed, or elfe fufficient furety (hall 
be thereof to them found, before that the fame cloths be car- 
ried from the faid port to any other port or place, upon pain of 
forfeiture of all the fame cloths, or the value thereof, to be had 
of the owner of the fame. And if any woolen cloths to be carric4 
over the fea, be packed in any other manner, or under any o* 
ther form, That then the collectors of the port where they be fQ 
packed or brought to be packed, (hall feife and there unpack all 
the faid packs and fardels, and furvey all the cloths therein, fo 
that our (bvereign lord the King may be truly anfwered of his 
duty in this behalf, without any fraud or deceit, And if any 
cuftomer or comptroller of any port or place be negligent or flacfc 
in unpacking of the faid cloths, or furveying of them in the form 
aforefgid. That then and as often every fup{i cuftomer and 
comptroller for every fuch default (hall forfeit to our foverdg* 
lord the King twenty (hillings for every fuch cloth. Moreover 
if is ordained by the acjvice and aflent aforefaid, That every of 
the faid collectors receiving any cuftom or fubfidy for any ofthe 
faid cloths or fprefy for the fame, (hall be thereof charged and 
chargeable tp our fovereign lord the King upon his or their ac- 
compt. And that the lame collector or collectors (hall from 
time to time make a cocket or cockets of all fuch cloths, directed 
to the collectors of the port where the fame cloths (hall be (hip- 
tpd, witnefling their number, and that he or they have received 
the cuftoms and fubfidies of the fame cloths, or furety for the 
fame. By which cocket or cockets the faid collectors or the receiv- 
ers of them, (hall be thereof difcharged againft our fovereign 
)ord the King, and all other of all the fame cuftoms and fubfi- 
dies. Provided always, 'That this act or ordinance be not pre- 
judicial nor in any wife hurtful to any perfon or perfons in 0T 
for any letters- patents made by the King our fovereign lord or 
any grant,, of licence to (hip and carry c?ut of this realm of Eni~ 
11 H. 7. c. 6. faj an y woolen cloths or other rnerchandifes fpecitie*! in any ™ 
in I c f" t,lc ^ d Ietters -P atents > t0 rejain tne cuftoms and fubfidies m 
^' ■ f t* their own hands, or in the hands of any of them. And that 
t/ie fame le\ters*patents be to thf fa,mc perfon; of perfpn* an<|. 
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every of them good and effectual after the tenor of the fame 
letters-patents and every of them, this aft or ordinance not- 
withftanding, by what foe ver name or names any of the faid per- 
fon or perfons be named or called in any of the faid letters-pa- 
tents. 

C A P. IV, 
For liveries to be given by the prince. 

ITEM, our faid fovereign lord the King confidering, that Edvwdprince 
princes the firft begotten fons to Kings of England* have been of Wales may 
at their liberties to give their livery and figns at their pleafurc, g* ,ve h|s ho- 
and that divers ftatutes againft givers and takers of liveries and yeryandfign 
ligns, as well in the time of his noble reign, as in the time of an d retain, * 
his progenitors and predeGeflbrs have been made : and that notwitbttand- 
by force of any of the faid ftatutes his dear beloved firft begot- in 2 a " v f°«*- 
ten fon Edward prince of ' Wales* duke of Cornwall* and earl ofj£ rftatlltt » 
Cbejler, is as well as any other perfon restrained of giving fuch 
liveries and figns : our fovereign lord the King, willing 'that his 
faid firft begotten fon the prince be at his liberty, in receiving 
any perfon and giving his figns and liveries, in as large form as 
any prince firft begotten fon of any x>f his noble progenitors or 
pfedeceflbrs in times pad hath been, hath ordained and efta- 
blifhed, by authority of the faid parliament, That the faid 
prince (hall be at his liberty, to retain and give his honourable 
livery and fign at his pleafure. And that the perfons fo retain- 
ed, or to whom fuch liveries or iigns be or (hall be given, may 
be retained and receive and wear the fame livery and fign, with- 
out trouble, impediment or impeachment, pain, contempt or 
forfeiture of any penalty contained in any of the faid ftatutes :

had in divers parts of the faid realm of England by rifing of the 
faid waters were neceflarily redrefled, reformed and amended. 
Now fo it is, that now of late in divers parts of this realm of 
England* as well in the counties of Kent and Suffix, as in other 
places within the* fsme realm of England* and alfo within the 
bounds of the marches of Calais, Guynts and Hammer by rifing 
of water, divers lands and tenements in great quantity te 
drowned and deftroyed. And many great mifchiefs be very 
likely within fhort time to fall, as well in the decreafe of the fuf- 
renance and livelihood of holy church, as of other the King's 
liege people of his faid realm of England, and of the faid mar- 
ches, and utter undoing of them, if remedy in this behalf be 
not the more fpeedily provided. Our faid fovereign lord the King, 
confidering the premifles, by the advice and aflent of the faid 
lords fpirituai and temporal, and at the requeft of the faid com- 
mons, and by authority of the faid' parliament, hath ordained 
enacted and eftablifhed, That for xv. years next enfuing feveral 
commiflions of fewers (hall be made to divers perfons by the 
chancellor of England for the time being, to be named in all parts A 
of this realm of England and of the aforefaid marches, where ^ 
need is or (hall be, after the form and effect of the faid commif- 

fion 
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fion contained in the laid aft made the faid fixth year. And 
moreover he hath ordained and ftabJiihed by the fame authority, 
That ail fuch commiflioners have full power to make, ordain 
and execute ftatutes and ordinances and other things to be done 
after the effe<5t and purport of the fame commiffions.

And 
whereas in the parliament holden the (econd year, of the ufurp- 
jed reign of Henry the Sixth, late in deed and not of right King 
of England* amongft other it was ordained, that no goldfmith nor 
. worker of filver within the city of London* (hould fell any. thing 
wrought of .filver, unlefs it be as fine as the fterling, except that 
that needeth folder, in the making, which (hail be allowed ac- 
cording as the folder (hall be neceffary to be wrought in the 
lame. And that no goldfmith nor jeweller, nor other roan that 
worketh harnefs of filver, (hall put any of the fame to fale in the 
fame city, before it be touched with the touch of the leopard's 
. head, that which may reafonably bear the fame touch. And alfo 
with the mark or fign of the worker of the fame, upon pain of 
forfeiture of the double. And that the mark or fign of every 
goldfmith (hall be committed to the wardens of the fame my fiery. 
And if it may be found, that the keeper of the tduch aforefaid, 
do touch any fuch harnefs with the leopard's head, which is not 
as fine in allay as the fterling, that then the keeper of the touch 
for every thing fo proved not fo good in allay as the fterling, 
(hall forfeit the double value to our fovereign lord the King and 
to the party, which ftatute is daily broken by the goldfmiths and 
other workers of filver, inhabiting as well in the city of London 
as elfewhere within this realm and Wales* and our fovereign lord 
the King in efTed nothing anfwered of any forfeiture comprifed 
in the fame ftatute, albeit that the King^s liege people daily buy- 
ing things wrought by the faid goldfmiths or workers as fine 
gold or fine filver, fuppofing it to be the fame, when in deed it 
is not fo, be grievouily deceived, becaufe that the faid touch of 

Ff3 the 
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the leopard's bead is oftentimes fet to fuch things by the (aid 
keeper of the faid touch of London and other places, as though 
the thing were fine and not defective. And oftentimes the fign 
of the worker of the fame is not fet thereto according to the fta- 
•tute aforefaid, nor the action given in the fame ftatute is no per- 
fect remedy to the perfoos grieved in this behalf. It is ordained 
by authority of this prefent parliament, for the better executioa 
of the faid ftatute, and for to efchew the deceit daily done by the 
faid goldfmiths'and workers of gold and filver in the faid city of 
London and elfcwhere, within this realm and IValss* that no gold- 
* fraith nor other- worker of gold and filver, or either of the fame 
•metals, from the faid feaft of Eaftor, (hall work, fell, or fet to 
Tale, any manner bafe gold under the finenefs of xviii, carats 
otherwife called crates, nor no filver unlefs it be as fine as the 
ftcrling. Except fuch thing as required folder in making of tho 
fame, which (hall be allowed according to the folder neceflary 
to the making; of the fame, upon pain of forfeiture of the double 
value of any iuch gold or filver wrought or fold to the contrary. 
Nor that no goldfmith, jeweller, nor other worker of harnefs of 
filver, (hall fet no harnefs of filver plate, nor jewel of filver to 
fell, from the faid feaft of Eafter, within the faid city of London* 
or within two miles of London* before it be touched with a touch 
of the leopard's head crowned, fuch as may bear the fame touch, 
and alfo with a mark or fign of the worker of the fame fo wrought 

• within the city of London or two miles of the fame, upon pain 
of forfeiture of the double value of any fuch filver wrought and 
fold to the contrary. And that the mark or fign of every gold- 

• fmith be committed to the wardens of the fame myftery. And 
if it may be found, that the faid keeper of the touch of the leo- 
pard's head crowned, aforefaid, do mark or touch any fuch har- 

• ,nefs with the leopard's head, if it be not as fine in allay as the fter- 
ling, then the faid keeper of the faid touch, for every thing proved 
not of as good allay as the fierling, (hall forfeit the double value: 
the fame forfeitures to be divided in two parts, the one half to be 
applied to the ufe of the King's houfe, and the other half thereof 
to the party grieved or hurt, in this behalf; or in his default, 
any other perfon which will purfue and prove fuch forfeiture, (hall 

. be thereto received, and have in this behalf an action of debt, or 
at the common law at his election, or before the juftices of 
peace of the county out of the city or town corporate where fuch 
forfeiture (hall happen, to purfue as well for the King as for him- 
felf. And if it happen in city, borough, or town corporate, then 
before the mayor, (heriff or (heriffs, bailiff or bailiffs, or other 
chiefgovernor there by bill or bills in this party. In which action 
of debt, and in the bill and bills to be purfued, like difpofition, de- 
mean, behaviour, judgment and execution in this party (hall be 
had, according as in the faid article concerning the money of 
Inland is comprifed, any charter, grant, corporation, or a A, made 
to the contrary notwithftanding. And becauie there be divers 

. goldfmiths and other workers of gold and filver, aliens and 
ft rangefs inhabiting in the city of Linden* and other places nigh 
there about, working) their works in fecret places, and privi- 
leged 
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leged, and eloin the fame, and will not be fearched by the ftid 
wardens of the faid goldfmiths of London for the time being, 
nor will not be obedient and governed by them : therefore it is 
hereby ordained, That from the faid feaft of Eafer, every fuch 
alien and ftranger goldfmith and worker of gold and filver inha- 
Siting or to inhabit in the faid city of London, and other placet 
within two miles of the fame city, (hall be obedient and ruled 
by the faid wardens of the faid goldfmiths, in all things lawful 
and reafonablc, and fuffer the fluff of gold and filver by them 
wrought to be fearched and marked after the rule of the faid ci- 
ty, upon pain to be punifhed in manner and form as gold* 
fmiths and workers of gold and filver of England, inhabiting 
within the faid city, by the rules of the faid craft of goldfmiths 
ought to be ruled. So always that the faid aliens and ftrangers 
be not evil entreated, nor other wife charged by any manner 
impofition, other than the (M'Engli/b goldfmiths be, fhall be, 
and ought to be. And for the better furveying of the faid aliens 
and ftrangers in time to come to be had, it is ordained by the 
authority aforefaid, That the fame aliens and ftrangers, gold- 
fmiths and workers of gold and filver, inhabiting within the 
faid city and every of them, from the feaft of Saint Michael the 
archangel next coming, (hall inhabit them in the open ftreets 
of the faid city, and where better and more open (hewing is of 
their craft. And it is ordained by the faid authority, That if 
the aforefaid keeper of the faid touch, or worker of harnefs or 
other thing of gold or filver not made of the faid finenefs, do 
touch or mark the fame harnefs or other thing as fine and able, 
that then for non-fufficiency of the faid keeper) and worker, the 
perfons of the faid craft of goldfmiths of the faid city of London, 
by whatfoever name or names they be corporate, fhall be 
chargeable and charged of the forfeitures by like adtion or ac- 
tions of debt as is aforefaid in like manner and form as imme- 
diately before is fpecified. And whereas in the fifth year of the 
pretenfed reign of king Henry the Fourth, for the better keep- 5 H. 4. c. 9* 
mg of gold and filver within this realm, and for the utterance 
of the commodities of the fame realm, it was ordained amongft 
other, That the merchant ftrangers and aliens (hould fell their 
xnerchandifes brought, within a quarter of a year after their 
coming into the fame, and that the money received in this realm 
(hould be employed upon the commodities of this land upon 
pain of forfeiture of the Tame money. Contrary to which ordi- 
nance, the fame merchants and many other perfons do convey 
and carry daily the fame money by them received out of the 
realm, to the great diminifhing of the fame money, and do not 
employ the fame in fubftance upon the commodities of this 
realm, whereby the King's cuftom and fubfidy be greatly de- 
cayed. It is therefore ordained by the authority aforefaid, That 
every merchant alien, and every vi&ualler and other ftranger 
not being denizen, which (hall refort into any place or port of . 
this realm or Wales after the faid feaft of Eefter, (hall duly em- • 
ploy all the money to be received by him within any part of

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the Tame realm or Waks, upon the merchandises or other coim 
modities of this realm, or without any fraud he (hall put die 
fame in due payment to the King's liege people within this 
realm. The fame employment or payment duly to be proved 
by the merchant alien, vi&ualler, or other ftranger, before hi* 
departing out of the fame port, by writing to fuch merchant or 
merchants, to whom the faid merchant alien, victualler, or other 
ftranger hath employed or paid his money by him received for 
his merchandises brought into this land, witoefling that he hath 
fo done or by fuch proofs as (hall (ecm reafonable to the custo- 
mer or comptroller of the fame port and mayor, baUiff, or other 
chief governor of any fuch city, borough, or town, where fuch 
port (hall be, upon pain of forfeiture of all his goods being with- 
in this realm, and to have one year's imprifonment. Saving al- 
ways to every fach merchant, victualler and ftranger, his rea<- 
fonable cofts by the overfight of the faid chief governor of the 
port or place where fuch merchant, victualler, or ftranger (hall 
arrive. The fame forfeiture to be demeaned, judged, and de- 
parted, in like manner and form by like adions, procefs, and ex- 
ecution, as is limited of other forfeitures in this aft before de- 
clared. And becaufe that many forfeitures touching the afore- 
faid ftatutes made before this time have fallen before the faid 
feaft of EaJItr, and by likelihood will more fall by perfons not 
doubting to offend and break the law, which perfons ought by 
reafon to be punithed in difcouraging of other hereafter to offend. 
It is ordained by the authority aforefaid, That the juftices of peace 
ofeach county, or other place where juftices of peace are, (hall have 
power to hear and determine all manner defaults and forfeitures 
touching every of the premises had or done before the feaft of 
2?<2/fcr,next enfuing, to be had and done againft the form of any 
ftatute before this time thereof made. The fame forfeitures and 
every of them to be judged, demeaned, and departed in like 
manner and form by like action procefs and execution as before 
is limited, and declared of and for the faid forfeitures before re* 
hearfed in this prefent act and ordinance. Provided always, 
That this act extend not to any ambaffador or other 1 ftranger 
come or to come into this realm, or to pafs out of the fame 
by the King's licence, as for any money of gold and filver, 
plate, or veflel, or jewel, or any ornament of filver or gold 
concerning his perfon, brought by him into this realm ; or to 
any ambafiador of the King, herald, purfuivant, or meflenger, 
which (hall pafs out of this realm beyond thefea, by the King's 
licence, or to any merchant going over the fea to buy any wine 
to be brought into this realm, as for to carry with him only a 
little cup called a Tafter for wine. Provided alfo, That this ad 
extend not to any of the inhabitants, denizens, or ftranger*, 
to come or go to and fro the town of Calais, or the marches of 
the fame, nor to the dwellers and fojourners of the fame: for 
any money by them or any of them to be conveyed or carried 
• to any places or country out of the faid town and marches,

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other than the money of this realm, or money of other 
countries carried out of this realm. And to the Intent that 
due notice may be hereof had to the King's liege people in 
this part, letters of proclamation under the King's leal upon 
this ordinance Ihall be made to every county of this realm and 
other places neceflary in all good hafte* This ordinance to 
endure from the faid feaft of EaRer* till the end of feven years 
then next following. Provided alfo, That this aft," as for the 
part of any forfeiture contained in the fame, which may per- 
tain to the King, ihall no^extend to give him any fuch part of 
fuch forfeiture to be had or made within the principality of 
Wales* the duchy of Cornwall* nor the earldom and counties 
palatines of Chejter and Flint* nor any of them. Alfo it is or- 
dained by the authority aforefaid, That the noble and excellent 
prince Edward* the King's firft-begotten fon, prince ol Walts* 
duke of Cornwall and earl of Chejler* (hall have, perceive, and 
enjoy, and to his heirs, princes of Wales, dukes of Cornwall, 
and earls of CheJUr* being the firft-begotten fons of the King of 
England* all and every fuch part of forfeitures, which (hail he 
made or forfeit within the faid principality, duchy, earldom, 
counties palatines, or any parcel of any ot them, in as ample 
and large form as the King ought or may have fuch part of for - 
feituie in any other place by reafon of any ad made in this par- 
liament, any ad. made or to be made in this prefent parliament, 
to the contrary notwithftanding. Provided alfo, That this aft 
for the divilion and partition of any forfeiture therein contained, 
ihall not exend to or for any forfeiture to be had or made with- 
in the liberties or franchifes of William* biftiop of Durham. And 
It is ordained by the faid authority, That William* bifhop of 
Durham* and his fucceflbrs biftiops of Durham* ihall have all 
fuch partitions and forfeitures, which Ihall happen within the 
(aid liberties and franchifes, in as ample and large form as the 
King (hould or ought to have in any other place by force of 
this a&. Provided always, That this a& nor none other a<3 or 
ftatute made or to be made in this prefent parliament, (hall ex- 
tend to be prejudicial or hurtful to the abbot of the monaftery 
of St. Peter of Wejlminjler for the time being, nor to any perfon 
for the time dwelling, reliant, or being within the fame mona- 
ftery, or within any place pertaining to the fame monaftery, or 
within any place within the precinft fee or franchife of the faid 
abbot, or of the faid convent, or to any of the rights, privileges, 
liberties, frartchifes, immunities, or other thing granted by the 
Kins or any of his progenitors, predeceflbrs, or pofleflbrs of the 
royal eftateand crown of England* to the abbot and convent of 
the faid monaftery and their fucceflbrs jointjy or feverally, in 
any manner granted heretofore pertaining. Provided alfo, 
That the abbot of the fa : d monaftery, and convent of the faid 
monaftery and their fucceflbrs, (hall have, hold, and enjoy freely 
and effectually, all the faid rights, liberties, privileges, fran- 
chifes, immunities, and all other things in the form aforefaid 
to them granted, by whatfoever name or names they he named 

or 
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or called jointly or fcvcrally in any letters or writing thereupon 
made, any a& or ordinance made or to be made in other man- 
ner or thing contrary notwithftanding. Provided always. That 
this a£t nor none other aft, ordinance, or ftatute made or tQ be 
made in this parliament, (hall be in any wife prejudicial or 
hurtful to the dean for the time being, of the King's free chap- 
pel of St. Martin's le Grand, in London, .nor to the dean and 
chapter for the time being, of the fame chapel, nor to any per- 
fon or perfons for the time dwelling, refiant, or being within 
the fame chapel, or within any pint or places within the pre- 
cinct, fee, or franchife of the faid dean or dean and chapter. 
Not to any of the faid rights, privileges, liberties, franchises, 
immunities or other things by the King or any of his progenitors, 
predeceflbrs, or pofleflbrs of the royal eftate and crown of Eng- 
land, to the dean and chapter of the faid chapel, and their fuc- 
ceflbrs jointly or feverally, in any manner granted, or in any 
manner heretofore pertaining.
